WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Yesterday the 
President's message was read, and in it 
Was a clause suggesting that anthracite 
coal] be placed on the free list. To-day the 
first legislation in line with that suggestion 
was offered. It presented by Mr. 
Gaines, (Dem., Tenn.,) and Mr. Cannon of 
Illinois objected to its consideration. 

Mr. Gaines offered his anthracite 
measure as an amendment to the bill pay- 
ing expenses and compensation to the coal 
strike commission, which was debated and 
passed to-day. Chairman Grosvenor ruled 
that amendments were not in order, and 
Mr. Gaines asked for unanimous consent 
that his amendment be considered. 

Objection was instantly made by 
Cannon, and that settled the fate of 
amendment. While Mr. Gaines could 
have expected a Republican House to pass | 
@ measure in line with the President's mes- 
sage which was drawn by a Democrat, there 
was a good deal of half-humorous and half- 
speculative comment on the affair, and 
wonder as to whether the event did not 
foreshadow the fate of a good many of the 
President's recommendations.

Mr. Underwood made a strong speech in 
favor of passing the bill, in the course of 
which he paid a tribute to President Roose- | 
vejt for settling the strike. He declared | 
that, Democrat though he was, he did not 
wish to withhold his praise from a Repub- 
lican President who had performed a great

SHIP SUBSIDY SHELVED. 


Practically Decided Not to Attempt to 
Report the Bill—Little Chance for 
Favorable Action Even During 
Next Session.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—It has been 
practically decided not to attempt to re- 
port the Ship Subsidy bill to the House. 
The subject, together with the bill passed 
by the Senate at the last session, is before 
the Committee on Merchant Marine, a ma- 
jority of which is opposed to reporting it. 
Of the eleven Republican members three 
were against the bill last Winter, and all 
efforts made to get any of them to change 
have been unsuccessful. Friends of the 
measure to-day consulted Messrs. Minor, 
Stevens, and Jones, the Republicans who 
stood against the bill last year, with a 
wiew of learning whether any of them could 
be persuaded to vote for the bill at this 
time, and were informed that all of them 
were as determined as ever in their oppo- 
sition. In addition to the three gentlemen 
mamed, it is understood that two other 
Republican members will vote against re- 
porting the bill if pressed ,at this time, 
s0 that it is reasonably certain ship subsidy 


will not get before the House in any form 
this session. 

It is said that the advocates of the bill are 
especially desirous of securing action this 
Winter for the reason that they are ap- 
prehensive there will be but little chance 
of success in the next Congress. Mr. Can- 
non, who will be Speaker one year from 
now, is understood to be against any form 
of subsidy, and as he will have the ap- 
pointing of the committees it is feared he 
would so constitute the Committee on Mer- 
chant Marine that no subsidy bill would 
come from it. 

The three Republicans now on the com- 
mittee who are opposed to subsidy were 
elected to the next Congress, and unless 
they should request to be taken off, are 
reasonably certain to be members of the 
committee next year. Of the remaining Re- 
publicans two will retire from Congress at 
the termination of this session, thus af- 
fording the next Speaker opportunity to 
fill their places with members who will 
not be friendly to subsidy.

BOSTON, Dec. 3.—A special to The Tran- 
script from City of Mexico says a decree 
just issued by the Government directs Cus- 
toms Collectors to calculate import duties 
as follows: 

First—Deduct 50 per cent. from the pres- 
ent duty, which is of course in Mexican 
money, then multiply the remainder by the 
rate of exchange, which will not, however, 
be the current rate of the day, but the rate 
that prevails on any one day from the ist 
to the 25th of the preceding month, but in 
no case to be below 220. The rate selected 
will be communicated to the Collectors by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. This is a 
new departure, and so far as collecting 
revenue on imports concerned it is a 
recognition of a gold standard. The decree 
goes into effect Jan. 1 next.

John T. McCall, the Tammany leader of 
the Board ot Aldermen, said yesterday: 

“I will insist upon the insertion of the 
eight-hour clause in the contract before 
I will vote for the franchise. Perhaps I 
will waive the prevailing rate of wages 
clause and other conditions which we have 
been insisting on, but for the eight-hour 
clause I will stick out to the last.” 

The question as to what will happen at 
the meeting next Tuesday is being dis- 
cussed by the Aldermen who want to see 
the franchise passed. President Fornes 
favors delay, as the vote is likely to be 
very close, and he hopes that enough 
wavering members will see that public sen- 
timent is for the tunnel and change their 
votes. A plan was discussed yesterday to 
relieve the Railroad Committee of the con- 
sideration of the matter and force a vote 
at the next meeting. If this is done the 
Tammany members claim the franchise will 
surely be defeated. 

At the present time there are four mem- 
bers of the Railroad Committee who have 
declared themselves opposed to the tunnel 
franchisé. They are Aldermen Diemer, 
Lundy, Wafer, and McCall. Three members 
have declared that they would vote in 
committee to approve the franchise. They 
are Aldermen Gcodman, Peck, and Owens. 
The two other members of the committee, 
Aldermen Dowing and Klett, are still ‘‘ on 
the fence.’’ Alderman Klett said after the 
talk yesterday that he had not made up 
his mind how he would vote on the matter. 
He said that there would have to be more 
discussion of the merits of the franchise 
before he could decide whether the grant 
would be in the interest of the city or 
entirely in the interest of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. 

Col. Michael J. Dady began yesterday to 
take an active interest in the Pennsylvania 
tunnel franchise. Col. Dady has been seek- 
ing contracts of all kinds in Havana and 
in other parts of the United States. His 
interest has developed because Alderman 
Dowing of Brooklyn, elected from his dis- 
trict, is on the Railroad Committee. Col. 
Dady was at the City Hall yesterday, and 
before and after the committee meeting 
was active among the Aldermen. He de- 
clined to say whether he was working for 
or against the franchise. 

Chairman Diemer of the Railroad Com- 
mittee said after the meeting: 

“The discussion to-day did not show on 
which side several of the members stood. 
We took no vote, and it was decided to 
defer action urtil Monday next, and then 
take a vote on the main question and make 
a report to the board.” 

If the majority of the Railroad Commit- 
tee oppose the franchise, Aldermen Good- 
man, Peck, and Owens will have a minority 
report ready to be presented. 


KILLED BY MOLTEN METAL. 


Two Men Meet Death at South Sharon, 
Penn., Steel Plant, Others 
Badly Injured. 


SHARON, Penn., Dec. 3.—Two men are 
dead, two are not expected to recover, and 
one other is in a serious condition, as the 
result of one of the worst accidents in the 
history of the South Sharon Works of the 
Union Steel Company. 

Among the injured is James Lloyd, Su- 
perintendent of the open hearth depart- 


ment. He was badly burned, but phy- 
sicians state that he will recover. 

Shortly before noon one of the ponder- 
ous ladles conveying forty tons of molten 
steel was started on its way along the 
traveling crane over the open hearth fur- 
naces. When just over the head of the 
workmen standing below, who were await- 
ing disposition of the metal, it was seen to 
tilt violently, then it emptied a portion of 
the contents directly upon the heads of the 
men at work below. One of those upon 
whom the metal feil died instantly, the 
other lingered until this evening.

NEW TRIAL FOR POWERS. 





Prisoner Was Sentenced to Prison for 
Life for Murder of Goebel 
in Kentucky. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 3.—The Appel- 
late Court to-day awarded a new trial to 
Caleb Powers, who was convicted in the 


Goebel murder conspiracy and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

The opinion by Judge O'Rear, granting 
Powers a new trial, is based mainly upon 
the refusal of Judge Cantrill to vacate the 
bench on affidavits by the defense charg- 
ing the Court with being prejudiced against 
the defendant. The three Democratic 
judges dissented. 


ACQUITTED OF BRIBERY CHARGE 


Henry Nicolaus, St. Louis Millionaire, 
Set Free by Instruction of 
Trial Judge. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 3.—Henry Nicolaus, the 
millionaire brewer and Director in the Sub- 
urban Street Railway Company, who was 
on trial to-day on the charge of bribery in 
connection with the passage of the Sub- 
urban bill in the City Council, was acquit- 
ted early this evening by instruction from 
Judge Ryan, whosustained the demurrer 
of the defense to the State’s case and or- 
dered a verdict of acquittal. 

After the State had rested its case the 
attorneys for the defense declared that the 
State had failed to show knowledge or in- 
tent by the witnesses who had taken the 
stand for the State. Circuit Attorney Folk, 
in arguing against the demurrer, contended 
that Nicolaus would not have signed notes 
for $135,000 without knowing to what use 
the money thls obtained was to be put. 


ORANGE POLICE NOT PAID. 


Salaries Tied Up by Dispute as to Who 
Is Chief.

ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 3.—The police of 
Orange were not paid to-day, although this 
is pay day, and it is a little indefinite just 
when they will get their salary in conse- 
quence of the controversy over the case of 
Chief of Police William McChesney, who 
recently resigned and then withdrew his 
resignation, Acting under instructions 
from the Police Committee, City Clerk Du- 
gan has not made out a voucher for the 
salary of the Chief and Mayor Stetson 
says he will not sign any other warrants 
for the police force until the Chief's vouch- 
er is presented. 

Mayor Stetson will not recognize the sig- 
nature of Capt. Leary on the police pay 
roll, saying that as the Chief's leave of ab- 
sence has expired and he has returned to 
duty he (McChesney) is the only proper 
person to make the signature. Those who 
favor Leary say his signature is regular 
and insist the Chief has no right to act. 

Some of the Democrats are endeavoring 
to caucus with a view to settling the mat- 
ter, but other Democrats refuse to go into 
the caucus. On Jan. 1 the Republicans 
will have a majority in the Common Coun- 
cil, and with that event fades the hope of 
the Democrats to appoint a Democratic 
Chief of Police.

RAID ON SCHEDULE TIME.

WILL COERGE VENEZUELA 


Great Britain and Germany Be- 
gin Punitive Measures. 


To Have Strong Squadrons in 
Venezuelan Waters To-day— 
Nothing Known Officially 
of Settlement Plan. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—Great Britain and 
Germany, according to official statements 
made here yesterday, have commenced pu- 
nitive measures against Yenezuela. 

German war vessels, it is stated, are al- 
ready on the scene of contemplated action, 
and Great Britain by to-day should have @ 
squadron there capable of coping with any 
resistance that Venezuela might offer. 

Meanwhile it is learned that no definite 
| answer has yet been received from Wash- 
| ington by the financiers here who wish to 

bring about a/ pacific settlement. An im- 

portant commiunication one way or the oth- 

er expected from Washington to-day. 

If the United States is willing to give its 
| moral support to the request that time be 
allowed to Venezuela to fulfill the suggest- 
ed bargain, the plans thereof will at once 
be submitted to the British Foreign Office. 
If Washington refuses to suggest to the 
European powers that time be allowed to 
Venezuela it is probable that the financial 
house now interested will drop the plan al- 
together. the latter alternative the 
|} Venezuelan delegation here likely to 
submit the settlement plan to the British 
and German Governments, with an appli- 
cation for time to admit of entering into 
negotiations with other financial interests. 

The Venezuelan delegates maintain that 
their status has been seriously affected by 
the adoption of the aggressive measures 
; announced yesterday, but they declare that 
it would be obviously bad policy, in spite 
of the critical position of their country, to 
make any suggestion to Europe until the 
attitude of the United States, both as a 
joint creditor and as a largely interested 
political power, has been ascertained. 

_There is authority for the statement that 
Venezuela offers the payment on a unifled 
loan of over $3,000,000 interest yearly, guar- 
anteed by the customs, with the establish- 
ment of a European bank at Caracas to 
superintend the collection. The whole plan 
is on a basis similar to that. on which Brazil 
satisfied its European creditors. If such a 
method is now follewed, the Venezuelan 
delegation maintains, all claims can eventu- 
ally be met, whereas it alleges that the 
temperary seizure of the customs would so 
disturb the commerce of the country as 
| practically to render it impossible to satisfy 
the European bondholders, and that it 
would bring with it the danger of another 
revolution. 

All these details are still unknown to the 
powers which have ordered their warships 
to Venezuela. In spite of the announce- 
ment of joint action by Great Britain and 
| Germany, Downing Street exhibits not a 
little perplexity over the Berlin dispatch of 
Dec. 1 announcing that President Castro 
had handed to the German Minister at 
Caracas a written acceptance of part .of 
Germany’s claims sufficiently comprehen- 
Sive to delay the presentation of a joint 
ultimatum by Germany and Great Britain, 
if not rendering it altogether unnecessary, 
and also stating that it was understood that 
Great Britain's demands would be satisfied. 
Not the slightest official information .to 
this effect has reached London.

DEATHS IN SHIP EXPLOSION. 


Twelve Men Missing After Accident on 
the Progreso at Wharf Near 
San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—While the 
steamship Progreso was lying at the wharf 
of the Fulton Iron Works at Harbor View 
| this morning an explosion occurred. As a 
} result twelve men are missing. A score 
were more or léss seriously injured, and 

property valued at $200,000 was destroyed. 
The disaster occurred at 9:45 o'clock, while 
| forty mechanics of the iron works and 
| twenty employes of the ship were on board. 

Below the decks the mechanics were busy 
completing the work of changing the vessel 
from a coal-burning coal carrier to an oil- 
burning oil carrier, whon suddenly one of 
the oil tanks blew up. 

Following the explosion the ship sagged 
in the centre, showing that she had broken 
in two. The flames crept up under the 
wharf and soon the timbers were blazing. 
adding to the difficulty of the work of 
rescue. . : 

As the ship was built of steel .the fire 
| was nearly all Selow deck. There were 
fourteen oil tanks containing about 400 
barrels of oil in all, and despite the efforts 
of the fire department this continued to 
burn fiercely for hours after the explosion. 
| The loss to the Fulton Company by the 
wrecking of the building and the burning 
of the wharf will exceed $20,000. It is 
estimated that the Progreso was worth 
about $175,000. 

James Spiers, Jr., general manager of the 
Fulton Iron Works, 1s positive that the ex- 
plosion was due to the oil and not to the 
bursting of the boiler., His theory is that 
gas was generated in one of the ofl tanks.

THE CANAL NEGOTIATIONS. 


Secretary Hay and Dr. Herran of Colom- 
bia Give Promise of an 
Early Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Negotiations be- 
tween Secretary Hay and Dr. Herran, rep- 
resenting the Colombian Government, for 
a canal treaty, were resumed to-day, and 
there is promise of a treaty before Christ- 
mas. 

After Dr. Kerran’s departure, Secretary 
Hay consulted, in order, Senators Spooner 
and Hanna in pursuance of his policy of 
keeping Congress fully informed of what 
he 1s doing in the canal negotiations, and,

AS TO.-SECOND-CLASS~ MAILS. 


District Court of Appeals Says Only 
Congress Can Make Changes 
in Classifications. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Practically the 
whole policy of the Post Office Department, 
in its recent classification reforms, is in- 
volved in three decisions rendered to-day 
by the District Court of Appeals. In two 
of the cases the decisions are against the 
Post Office Department and in the other 
the Government is sustained. All three 
cases will be appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court, pending whose final action 
the classification reform policy under which 
many publications have been excluded from 
the second class privileges probably will re- 
main in suspension. 

The two cases decided adversely to the 
Government are those of the National Rail- 
way Publication Company and the Railway 
List Company. The department is upheld 
in the case of the Chicago Business Col- 
lege. The tower court is sustained in each 
of the three cases. 

The court's opinion in the railway publi- 
cations cases holds that Congress has not 
committed to the Postmaster General or 
any one else the determination of what 


should be carried in the mails as second 
class or third class matter, that power be- 
ing reserved exclusively to Congress, which 
makes the classification. The court says 
that it may be that the classification is not 
as definite as it might be, ‘and that the 
privilege is grossly abused, ‘but Congress 
itself, the court says, made-the classifica- 
tion, and it is not competent for the’ Post- 
m aster General to add anything to the stat- 
ute or to take anything from it. 

A number of similar cases are pending 
in the lower court and probably now will 
be pressed in view of the decision in the 
railway publication. cases... In the Chicago 
Business College case the court holds that 
the publication involved is an advertising 
medium for the business of its publisher, 
setting forth: the adwantages, of certain 
methods of instruction..

THE RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


Convention with France May Be Rati- 
fied Soon—Unfavorable Report as to 
Jamaica—Fate of Other 
Agreements. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec.3.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on. Foreign Relations has. decided to 
resume consideration of the reciprocity 
treaties which were authorized under the 
Dingley Tariff act in 1897. These treaties 
were negotiated during 1899 by Mr. John 
A. Kasson, the special Commissioner Pleni- 
potentiary appointed by President McKin- 
ley for that duty. 

The committee will diretctake. up the! 
French treaty, as that presents fewer feat- 
ures that are objected to in this country 
than any other. But two industries essen- 
tially have made any strenuous protest 
against this treaty, and these are represent- 
ed by the New England knit goods and the 
cheap jewelry manufacturers. The Cali- 
fornia wine producers were opposed to it 
at first, but have withdrawn from that po- 
sition in view of the growing use of their 
wines in France to blend with French 
wines. The committee has reported the 
French treaty favorably. and Senator Cal- 
lom, the Chairman of the committee, will 
urge consideration by the Senate. if pos- 


sible before the holidays: The “prospect is 
good for the ratification of the treaty, 

The reciprocity treaty with _Barbades, 
Tures, and Caicos. Islands -and--British 
Guiana have also’ been reported favorably, 
but have lain so long before the Senate 
that they have been wholly forgotten. 

The treaty with Jamaica was reported 
unfavorably. It was found that the Gov- 
ernment of the island had made a horizon- 
tal raise of their tariff rates’in order to be 
prepared to trade off to advantage with us 
and there was strong opposition from the 
California fruit interests. against. its rati- 
The treaties with Argentina and 
Bermuda’ have lapsed by the expiration of 
the time in which they were to be conclud- 
ed and neither country took any steps to 
secure a renewal of the agreement. Neither 
would be given consideration, as the West- 
ern wool men practically killed the agree- 
ment with Argentina and the Eastern truck 
growers objected to the arrangement with 
Bermuda. The treaties with Santo Domin- 
go, Nicaragua, and Ecuador were with- 
drawn by the Governments of those coun- 
tries. 


BILL TO ADMIT OKLAHOMA. 


Senate Substitute Provides for Its Re- 
ception as a State, Including 
Indian Territory.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The - Senate 
Committee on Territories to-day agreed to 
report a substitute for the House Omnibus 

Statehood bill. 
The substitute provides for the admission 
of one new State to comprise the territory 


| now included in Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 


tory, the new State to take the name of 
Oklahoma. The bill as reported makes no 
reference whatever to New Mexico or Ari- 
zona. 

The vote on reporting the bill was 6 to 5, 
the affirmative being Republicans and the 
negative are Democrats, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Quay. Under the order of the 
Senate the bill will be taken up for consid- 
eration on Thursday next, and will be con- 
tinued as the unfinished business. until dis- 
posed of, unless-by a majority vote it shall 
be laid aside. 

There is certain to be a protracted debate 
on the bill,;and the contest between those 
who want the House bill passed, which ad- 
mits Arizona, New Mexico, and Oklahoma, 
and those who favor the substitute is likely 
to be very exciting. Efforts have been made 
to solidify the Republicans on the substi- 
tute, but these have failed, Mr. Quay feel- 
ing confident that a sufficient number of 
his party associates can be induced to vote 
for the House bill to insure its passage. 
Friends of the three-State bill in the House 
declare that even if the Senate should pass 
the substitute it would not succeed in the 
lower branch, and mainly for the reason 
that there was an understanding in that 
body by which the three Territories were 
to stand or fall together. The House, there- 
fore, if that understanding should be ad- 
hered to, would not consent to admit Okla- 
homa and leave the other two Territories 
in the wilderness. Rather than do that, 
say advocates of the admission of the three 
Territories, all shail be left out, 

It is understood that the opponents of the 
House bill discussed the matter with the 
President with a view of ascertaining how 
he felt with regard to the admission of the 
three Territories under one bill, and strong- 
ly urged that action should be confined at 
this time to Oklahoma. The President, it is 
said, declared that if a bill should be sent 
to him for the admission of the three Ter- 
ritories he would approve it. 

The effect of the passage of such a Dill 
on rtisan politics would not influence his 
action. Moreover,"he had considerable sen- 
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timent in regard‘to Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, from which a large number of the men 
who served with him in Cuba came. 


PROTECTING THE BLUEJACKET. 


Secretary Moody Says He Shall Not 
Work Too Hard on Culebra Island. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Secretary Moody 
has taken note of press reports coming 
from Culebra Island to the effect that the 
sailors of that part of the North Atlantic 
Squadron which is to defend Culebra 
Island are suffering from extra work im- 
posed upon them in digging a canal to cir- 
culate sea‘ water through a stagnant pond 
on the island. These reports were to the 
effect that the sailors were much dis- 
tressed by heavy work, and considerable 
sickness is reported. He has sent the fol- 
lowing dispatch to Admiral Higginson: 

“ Avoid using enlisted men for canal work 
if conditions unsanitary. If native assist- 
ance is available and necessary to employ 
it, report estimated expenses. Regard 
private owners’ rights in such work.” 


SEALED IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Little Treasure Box of Autographs, &c., 
Imbedded in the Masonry. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 3.—Last evening 
without the least ceremony a pretty func- 
tion occurred in the main corridor of the 
White House. A copy of the message sent 
to Congress yesterday by the President, au- 
tographs of the Roosevelt children, speci- 
mens of United States coins, and the chisel 
with which the mason did the work were 
sealed in a marble casket, which then was 
deposited in a bed of cement beneath the 
floor of the main hallway. Covering the 
little treasure box was placed a marble slab 
bearing the inscription ‘ 1792-1902" in an 
ellipse of stars, one for each State of the 
Union, 

The idea of making the deposit originated 
with the workmen employed on the interior 
finishings of the White House. While it 
had the approval of the President, he was 
not present at the sealing of the box. 


London Dock Bill in the Balance. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—On Friday the 
London Dock bill will be taken up in the 
House. The majority of the Committee on 
Inter-State and Foreign Commerce has 
made a favorable report on it, but there is 
a minority report in the negative, signed by 
Col. Hepburn of lowa and Mr. Sherman of 
New York. Col. Hepburn is Chairman of 
the committee. The friends of the bill are 
not overconfident and assert that a power- 
ful lobby is at work against it. 


CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Reprssentative Powers of Massachusetts has 
introduced a bill to repeal the laW providing for 
the sale of timber and stone lands, the desert 
land law, and the commutation provisions of the 
homestead law, 

Senator Hale yesterday introduced a bill fix- 
ing the age for admission to ths Naval Academy 
between seventeen and twenty years. The pres- 
ent limit is fifteen to twenty-one years, 


Senator Morgan of Alabama yesterday pre- 
sented a bill to the Senate authorizing the Span- 
ish Claims Commission to take cognizance of 
claims growing out of injuries caused by the 
destruction of the battleship Maine in the Har- 
bor of Havana. 

The Senate yesterday considered the .Immigra- 
tion bill, but did not dispose of it. 


JULES HURET’S LECTURE. 


He Tells the Alliance Francaise His 
Conclusions After Interviewing 
Capitalists and Socialists. 


Jules Huret, the journalist who is visiting 
this country for the Paris Figaro, lectured 
yesterday on ‘“* The Social Question in Eu- 
rope,” before the members of the ‘Alliance 
Francaise. Mr. Huret had written some 
widely read books on this subject, and in 
the course of his lecture recalled how he 
had gone to work to obtain his material 
and the many interviews he had had on 
social questions with the great European 
capitalists and financiers, and the differ- 
ent heads of the socialist parties. He 
visited for this purpose Germany, Italy, 
Russia, England, and Austria. 

Among the men he saw were Baron AI- 
phonse de Rothschild, Mr. Pérrére, Duc de 
la Rochefoucauld, Baron Hanseman, ‘the 
President of the Berlin Bank of Discounts, 
Prince Leichtenstein, Mgr. Ireland, Gen. 
Booth of the Salvation Army, the Rev. 
Stoecker, Chaplain of the German Court, 
and the socialists of several countries,; 
Guesde and Jaurés of France, Bebel of 
Germany, John Burns of England, and 
the anarchist Malatesta. Mr. Huret dis- 
cussed with, them the whole philosophy of 
the social question, nor was his inquiry 
limited to that. He visited such industrial 
centres as Manchester, Creuzot and Essen. 
He went to Russia to study the particular 
conditions arising from communal property. 

The conclusion he has come to is, that 
apart from a very smal] number of work- 
ing men, the laboring classes in Europe are 
practically ignorant of true socialistic no- 
tions, and that everywhere in Europe the 
socialist parties consist of men who are 
merely opposed to the actual state of 
things. The international sympathies, 
moreover, between socialists, he considers, 
are in a great measure superficial; the 
patriotic sense, at least, is much keener 
in every country. On the question being 
put to two of the Ik. ding socialists of 
France and Germany as to what their atti- 
tude would be in case of war, they did not 
hesitate to say that they would certainly 
take arms against each other. 


ACETYLENE GAS EXPLOSION. 


Two Piumbers Injured While Repairing 
a Generator—Walls of an Ex- 
tension Shattered. 


PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 3.—Two plumb- 
ers, while repairing a gas machine, were 
injured by an explosion of acetyJene gas at 
201 Market Street to-day. The force of the 
explosion shattered the walls and roof of 
the building in which it was located, and it 
was necessary for the firemen to put out 
the fire. 

The machine was in the rear of the store 
kept by Hugo Munzer, a retail liquor deal- 
er. He erected a brick building recently, 
and had an extension put on in which he 


kept a generator of gas with which he 
_—s his store and the halls of the house. 
The appliance got out of order, and John J. 
Gaughan and Edward Crowley were sent to 
repair it. They were warned about taking 
a light into the room. The room was quite 
dark, however, and one of the men struck 
a light. Instantly there was aloud ex- 
plosion, followed shortly by fainter detona- 
tions, and the men were hurled to the floor. 

The Fire Department was called out, and 
the firemen succeeded in putting out the 
fire which the explosion caused, and were 
preparing to depart when there was a re- 
port louder than any of the others. Parts 
of the walls and roof were blown out and 
flames started up again. The-injured men, 
who had been cut about the face and hands 
by the flying glass, were gotten out of the 
building. 


Freight Rates Advance on Iron. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—The Iron Committee 
of the Central Freight Association has ar- 
ranged for an advance of 10 per cent. in 
the rates on iron and iron products. This 
change is to become effective at once. It 
has been the custom heretofore to place 
iron and iron products at fifth and sixth 
class rates during the Summer, and when 
the .season of navigation closes to ad- 
vance them to fourth and fifth class rates. 
The 10 per cent. advance in the rates at 
this time will give a commodity tariff be- 
low the .regular fourth and fifth class 
rates—a Winter rate less than has been 
given for a number of years. 


No Blame for Boiler Explosion. 


The Coroner's jury, which had been in- 
quiring into the cause of the explosion at 
Pumping Station No. 2, near North Beach, 
Queens Borough on Sunday, Nov. 9, when 
the fireman and engineer of the ciation were 
killed, returned a verdict last night that 
they were unable to place the blame. They 
said they think the city authorities should 
be censured for allowing boilers in the 
condition of the one that exploded to re- 
main in use, but they did not think the 
boiler inspectors were to blame for the 
explosion. 


ENGINEERS DIVIDED 
OVER METRIC SYSTEM 


Congressman Southard Cross-Ex- 
amined as to its Advisability. 


Two Editors of an Industrial Magazine 
Oppose Each Other in Sharp Debate 
Before the American Society. 


All afternoon yesterday and until late last 
night the members of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, in their annual 
meeting at the Sturtevant House, argued 
for and against a revision of the standard 
of weights and measures in use in the 
United States. The debates were spirited 
and at times somewhat acrimonious. Con- 
gressman James H. Southard of Ohio, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Coin- 
age, Weights and Measures, was put 
through an inquisition by the engineers, 
some of whom undertook to controvert his 
statements with relation to the proposed 
metric system and question his ability to 
judge as to its advisability. 

Another feature of the discussion was the 
arraignment on opposing sides of the ques- 
tion of the two editors of The American 
Machinist, the New York industrial maga- 
zine, who contradicted each other and drew 
arguments for their respective positions 
from the same authorities. 

A single suggestion was made for the 
solution of the problem just before ad- 
journment last night. It was by James 
Christie of Pencoyd, Penn., who advised 
that a committee of twelve persons be ap- 
pointed from members of three engineers’ 
societies and the New York Board of Trade 
to investigate all standards, their inter- 
relation, and respective points of value, 
and recommend a single one that might be 
universally satisfactory. No action was 
taken on this matter, 

The report of the committee of the society 
on its investigation of the Metric System 
bill now pending in Congress, which pro- 
vides that that system be adopted by the 
Government in 1904 and become legal in 


1907, was not handed in last nignt because 
of the lateness of the hour. It will be pre- 
sented to-day. The American society is the 
only Society of Engineers that has ex- 
pressed opposition.to the bill, and from the 
attitude of members who participated in the 
debates yesterday it is evident that their 
antagonism has not diminished greatly. An 
effort will be made to commi« the society 
either for or against the measure. 

The editors who furnished the interesting 
tilt were F. A. Halsey and F. J. Miller. Mr. 
Halsey presented a long paper and a vast 
array of exhibits, declaring against the 
metric system, and Mr. Miller replied at 
length to the large collection of arguments 
his office mate had given. Laughter was 
caused when Mr. Miller quoted from liet- 
ters he had received from a prominent 
German engineer, to whom he had written 
when he learned that Mr. Halsey was in 
communication with him. Both Mr. Halsey 
and Mr. Miller had found arguments in 
statements from the same man given at the 
same time. Mr. Miller said after the meet- 
ing that he and Mr. Halsey had argued the 
question hour after hour and that neither 
had been able to convert the other. 

in the countries where the metric system 
has been legal and compulsory for many 
years, said Mr. Halsey, it has not been 
generally adopted. The reports of their 
industries, he said, show a hopeless con- 
glomeration of standards of weights and 
measures, the people clinging tenaciously 
to the systems they had known before there 
Was an effort to supplant them. Regard- 
ing the metric system itself, Mr. Halsey 
denied the advantages that have been 
claimed for it, and declared the whole 
matter to be a bagatelle. He said that it 
was not true that the adoption of it was 
necessary in the interests of foreign trade. 
He likened the proposition to throw away 
the present standards and adopt new ones 
to cutting down the trees in Central Park 
and setting out saplings, but said that the 
old standards could not be cut down. He 
attacked ‘the House of Representatives’ 
Committee on Weights and Measures as 
unexpert, and said that the committee 
should not frame a report on the bill. 

“These people may legislate till dooms- 
day.’ he declared; ‘‘ they may. make infin- 
ite confusion, endless turmoil, limitless sac- 
rifice, but move the English inch?—the 
Archimedian lever is still unknown.”’ 

Many communications were read express- 
ing views of members of the society and 
prominent manufacturers on the metric 
system. No manufacturer declared himself 
to be in favor of it. 

Prof. S. W. Stratton of Washington, 
Director of the Bureau of Standards, spoke 
in favor of the metric system, saying that 
the pill had been misunderstood; that the 
change would be gradual and would neces: 
sitate no extra expense, and would bc of 
incalculable value and benefit ultimately. 
He said, however, that even if, it were 
adopted, it is probable that remnants of 
the English standards would be found in 
many parts of the country fifty. Kears 
hence, 

After Congressman Southard's speech, in 
which he told why the committee fayored 
the bill, he was closely questioned by the 
engineers, and was unable to answer 4 
number of the questions, which they said 
were of prime importance. The engireers, 
by their questioning, showed that they ob- 
jected not so much to the proposal of the 
Government to try the metric System .as 
to the provision making it the legal systerr 
in 1907. 

“Attorney General Knox,’” said ~ Mr. 
Southard, “has ruled that the passing of 
the bill would not forcefully prohibit .the 
use of the English standard. There is no 
penalty prescribed, and there will be no 
compulsion.” 

* But if the metric system were adopted 
by the Government,” said a member, “ the 
manufacturer of goods for the Government 
would have to use the metric system, would 
he not? : 

‘He could build his goods on the: English 
standard equivalents of the metric meas- 
urements,” said the Congressman. 

‘But that cannot be done with the ac- 
curacy necessary in building machinery,” 
said the member. ; 

“T have been told that it can be done,” 
said Mr. Southard. 

“If you had ever worked in a shop, you 
would know better,’’ retorted the member. 

‘““We know how close vou engineers are 
to the body politic,”” said. Mr. Southard, 
somewhat hotly: ‘‘ we know what an im- 
portant part you have in the industrial 
world. But you are not the whole thing.” 
Then he added, laughingly: “*‘ There are 
others.”’ 

F. J. Miller, after answering many of

PLAN TO END RATE WAR. 


Western Passenger Association Mem- 
bers Agree to Withdrawal of 
Reduced Tariffs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.~—The passenger traffie 
managers and general passenger agents of 
the Chicago and St. Paul lines took action 
to-day which they think will end the rate 
demoralization that has existed at the Twin 
Cities for some time. 

A resolution was adopted that the re- 
ducefl rates should be withdrawn as soon 
as possible, and that, with the exception 
of the Wisconsin Central, none of the roads 
shall sell tickets via Chicago from the 
Twin Cities to certain territory in Texas, 
Oklahoma, and the Southwest. The ex- 
ception in favor of the Wisconsin Central 
was made because that road‘ cannot reach 
the territory named except via direct lines 
either via St. Louis or Kansas City. 

A stormy debate preceded the action and 
it became apparent that a collapse of the 
Western Passenger Association would be 
the result of a disagreement. Two of the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines had threatened to 
withdraw if the trouble was not adjusted.

Audience in Carnegie Hall. 


Dr. McConnell Says Missions Are 
Needed Here—Japan as a Not- 
able Nation—Many Meetings 
Conducted. 


A great audience filled Carnegie Hall last 
evening at the mass meeting in aid of the 
Episcopal’ missions. ‘“‘The Light of the 
World”"’ was the general subject of the 
meeting, and three clergymen, an Ameri- 
can, an Englishman, and one from Kyoto, 
spoke. The Rev. Dr. 8S. D. McConnell, for- 
merly of Holy Trinity Church, Brooklyn, 
was assigned to speak on ‘‘ The World's 
Need,’ the Lord Bishop of Thetford, Eng- 
land, was to respond to “ The Light of the 
World,”” and the Right Rev. 8S. C. Part- 


ridge, Bishop of Kyote was to tell ‘“*‘ What 
Missions Have Done.”” Bishop Potter pre- 


sided. 

Dr. McConnell spoke of the few who are 
following the cult of Buddha in this coun- 
try by referring to them as ‘those who 
follow in a Pickwickian sense the cult of 
Buddhism.’ Bishop Potter smiled at the 
characterization, and the Lord Bishop of 
Thetford seemed to appreciate the com- 
ment. ‘The greatest missions,”’ Dr. Mc- 
Connell said, ‘‘are those of the parishes 
right in this city. The Church has no other 
reason for existence except in missions. 
People may think from this statement that 
missionaries must be.sent to the South Sea, 
or to some other far-away place, but the 
greatest missionary place is right here. 

“In pagan worids God has, by one way 
or another, opened the door of paganism, 
and we now must stand for the first time 


intelligently acquainted with the world of 
heathenism. Is there any peril threatening 
the people of the world who are apart from 
Christ? We touch here the mainspring of 
missionary motive. I do not know whether 
pagans will be damned or not. I will qual- 
ify that by saying that I do not think they 
will. I do not think God will punish those 
who have committed sin innocently. At 
home and abroad Christians are needed to- 
day--Christians first, last, and all the time 
—and when we have in every house a man 
who has been made over by Christ we will 
not have the increasing frequency of di- 
vorce.” 

The Lord Bishop of Thetford said. that 
the visible proof that Christ was the “ Light 
of the World" was‘the fact that every pro- 
gressive nation to-day was a Christian na- 
tion. The one notable exception to that, he 
said, was Japan. He would not be sur- 
prised, he added, to see Japan Christian- 
ized, not because Christianity was a form 
of Western civilization, but because it was 
the foundation of the civilization the Jap- 
anese desired. 

The speaker, as an illustration of what 
foreign missionaries could do, told about an 
island discovered in the Pacific by Charles 
Darwin, who described its inhabitants as 
the lowest form of men he had seen any- 
where. Immediately missionaries from 
England went out there to enlighten them. 
Ten years later Darwin visited the island 
again, and he was so pleased with the 
progress the natives had made that from 
then to the day of his death he sent every 
year a liberal contribution to the mission- 
ary fund. 

3ishop Partridge of Kioto said the 
Church's missions in the East were sys- 
tematically managed, under one head, and 
crganized on a definite plan, managed by a 
committee at home. ‘“‘If you do not have 
that definitely established system,” he said, 
‘““you surely Will find men atempting to 
seize it in some other way. It is only a 
question whether you will have the power 
properly controlled or will have arbitrary 
power, which is sure to be assumed by 
some one who becomes a natural leader in 
the \mission field.”

OPPOSES THE POWERS 


Attitude of Resistance to Macedo- 
nian Reform Dropped. 


Credit for the Pressure on Turkey Now 


Austria Being Ignored. 


LONDON TIiMES—NEW YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram, 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The German. For- 
eign Office, says the Vienna correspond- 
ent of The Times, appears suddenly to 
have resolved to drop its attitude of vig- 
orous resistance to the modest and prac- 
tical proposals of Russia and Austria- 
Hungary in regard to administrative re- 
forms in Macedonia. This attitude of re- 
sistance on the part of Germany has 
been maintained for about six months. 
Now it has been discovered that reforms 
are desirable and even essential. 

It would seem, remarks the correspond- 
ent, as though the German Foreign Of- 
fice realized that its opposition was 
about to be ignored by the two powers, 
that “‘ the train was really going to start 
without Germany.” Whereupon the pub- 
lic had an opportunity of wittessing a 
piece of journalistic jugglery. 

The inspired press, which had hitherto 
been giving vent to a chorus of disap- 
proval, warning, and even veiled men- 
ace in regard to Austro-Russian diplo- 
macy, suddenly discovered, says the cor- 
respondent, that the friendly pressure 
brought to bear on the Porte was exclu- 
sively the work of Russia and of the 
Sultan’s good friend, Emperor William. 

The correspondent goes on to say that 
the National Zeitung’s account of the 
proposals submitted to the Sultan by 
the Russian and German Ambassadors 
makes no mention whatever of Ger- 
many’s ally or of the fact that Vienna 
and St. Petersburg have been pressing 
the very same reforms on the Porte for 
six months, in face of the most strenu- 
ous German opposition.

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BALFOUR’S BILL ADOPTED. 


Commons Finally Passes the Education’ 
Measure—Is Now in the House of 
Lords, Where Little Oppo- 
sition Is Expected. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Education bill was 
finally passed by the House of Commons 
yesterday by 246 votes to 123. 

After the debate was ended Premier Bal- 
four appealed to the public spirit of all 
classes to do their best to insure the work- 
ing of the bill, than which, he said, no bet- 
ter alternative measure had been proposed. 
The House then adopted the third reading 
of the measure. 

The bill was immediately sent to the 
House of Lords, where, in the presence of 
only three peers, it was formally read for 
the first time, 


The committee stage of the Education bill 
was finished in the House of Commons on 
the night of Nov. 20. The measure was 
contested to the end by the opposition, but 
the application of the ‘‘ guillotine,” as the 
new closure process is called, effectually 
prevented the debates from taking up more 
of the time of the House than the Govern- 
ment desired. 

In regard to this “ guillotine”’ process 
The London Times said the day after the 
committee stage of the bill was finished: 

‘“‘Nobody believes that any really mis- 
chievous curtailment cf debate has been the 
result of the resolution which Mr. Balfour 
got the House of Commons to pass last 
week. It is of 'mnerative necessity that the 
Government showld be able to make its will 
prevail in Paritament. They are bound to 
show that the Opposition, when they are in 
a minority, are not entitled to defeat, by 
a process of smothering, measures which 
the great majority of the members of the 
House of Commons desire to see passed 
into law. 

“The Opposition appears to have wasted 
a good deal of time in debating points on 
which the facts might have been very eas- 
ily ascertained before the question was 
raised. Mr. Corrie Grant, for instance, at- 
tacked Mr. Talbot, who represents the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, without taking the trou- 
ble to ascertain that the person he ar- 
raigned was not the member for Oxford, 
but his brother.” 

The bill was passed in the committee 
stage by 212 votes to &. It will be seen 
that the Opposition was somewhat stronger 
when the measure was passed to its third 
reading. : 

It is believed that there will be little or- 
ganized opposition to the bill in the House 
of Lords, notwithstanding the fact that 
there is considerable objection on the part 
of some of the Conservative Peers to a 
concession made by the Government in re- 
gard to the management of schools. ‘ 

The success of the measure is regarded 
as a great personal triumph for Premier 
Balfour, the Opposition having at one time 
been confident that the bill could be de- 
feated or that its withdrawal could be 
forced, 





Venezuela Bond Deal. 


Regarding the reports of a Venezualan 
loan, it was stated at the office of J. & W. 
Seligman yesterday that there had never 
been any intention to get the United States 
to guarantee either principal or interest of 
any Venezuelan securities, and no efforts 
to secure such a guarantee had been made. 
It was stated that the firm had been re- 
quested to act for certain European inter- 
ests, but that so far no results had been 
accomplished. 


STRIKE COMMISSION RESUMES. 


Hearing of Miners’ Side Taken Up 
Again—More Rumors of an Out- 
side Settlement. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Dec. 3.—The anthra- 
cite coal companies and their employes hav- 
ing failed to come to an agreement during 
the Thanksgiving recess of the Strike Com- 
mission, the hearing of the miners’ side of 
the case was continued to-day as hereto- 
fore, and, unless something is done by the 
lawyers on both sides to curtail matters, its 
proceedings will surely run into next year. 

With the reassembling of the commission 
to-day, however, there was a revival of the 
talk of a settlement “ out of court.’”’ Noth- 
ing definite has been done, and neither side 
has approached the other so far as can be 
learned regarding further negotiations, but, 
as one prominent attorney expressed it, 
“There is something in the air.’’ The law- 
yers en both sides have heard the rumor, 
and profess they know nothing about it, 
“but would not be surprised if something 
in the way of an agreement is reached be- 
fore the hearings are concluded.” 

To-day’s proceedings were of a more or 
less desultory character. Six witnesses 
were on the stand during the two sessions. 
They were President Mitchell, two photog- 
raphers, two practical miners, and the wife 
of a German miner. Mr. Mitchell was on 
the stand for a short time only, and was 
called to show that a 20 per cent. increase 
in wages did not mean a corresponding in- 
crease in the price per ton of coal. The 
photographers produced photographs of the 
homes of mine workers. The two miners 
testified with reference to wages paid and 
working conditions, and the woman, whose 
husband is employed in the mines, told a 
general story of poverty. 

The Commissioners at times were seem- 
ingly impatient at the way the proceedings 
dragged. While they had a half dozen wit- 
nesses before they did not learn much more 
than they already knew. On their trip 
through the coal fields they saw houses 
whose general appearance was worse than 
those pictured to-day, and they also re- 
ceived much information along the lines 
presented to-day from the men in the mines 
which they visited. 

They are anxious for the documentary 
evidence, such as wage statements and 
otner data bearing on wages and conditions. 
This was strongly evidenced to-day when 
they eagerly seized upon the due bills hand- 
ed up by the Hungarian witness. Every 
member of the commission examined these 
and had questions to ask about them. One 
of the Commissioners said to-day it was 
principally a question of wages, and they 
wanted these facts as quickly as they could 
get them. 

In this connection there was considerable 
discussion between attorneys for all sides 
and the commission regarding the docu- 
mentary evidence. Both parties to the con- 
troversy had agreed to try to agree as far 
as possible on a summary of the great mass 
of figures that the hundreds of account- 
ants for the different companies are com- 
puting, but the task is such a stupendous 
one, taking in as it does about 145,000 men 
and boys, that neither side is yet ready to 
go into that feature of the investigation. 

The commission has decided to give all 
companies who have not yet become a 
party to the arbitration commission until 
10 o'clock to-morrow morning to file their 
answer to Presidnt Mitchell's. original 
statement of the miners’ case. 


HARD COAL ON THE ELEVATED. 


Pressure of the Health Department Said 
to be the Reason for Again Aban- 
doning Soft Coal. 


The Department of Health has again 
brought pressure to bear on the Manhattan 
Railway Company, which has been burning 
soft coal since the strike of the anthracite 
miners ended, with the result that the 
company will again begin to use hard coal 
on Monday. Numerous complaints have 
been received by the Health Board from 
time to time of the effect of the soft coal 
smoke of the elevated engines on the West 
Side lines, which are not so much above 
the street level as the smoke stacks of 
ordinary steam plants. In cloudy weather 
in the down-town districts the smoke has 
been drifting to the streets to the dis- 
comfort of pedesrians, and oculists had 
many cases of persons unlucky enough to 
get cinders in their eyes from the soft 
coal smoke. d 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Stelle, who 
has charge of the prosecutions for the 
Health Department said that nearly all the 
persons who had been ordered to stop us- 
ing soft coal had obeyed the orders. The 
orders were returnable yesterday, and gave 
the parties five days in which to stop us- 
ing soft coal. 

Tt was stated yesterday at the office of 
Commissioner Monroe of the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas and Electricity that 
new bids for anthracite for the five pump- 
ing stations in the Borough of Queens, 
which are now burning soft coal, have been 
issued to, be opened on Dec. 13. A repre- 
sentative of the Department said, ‘“‘whether 
or not any bids have been sent in I do not 
know. We will not know until the time 
comes for opening the bids. The appro- 
priation was not very large, and a great 
deal has been exhausted.”

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Times’s corre- 
spondent at Peking says Russia pro- 
poses a new departure by the establish- 
ment of a customs service in Manchuria. 

Hitherto goods have entered Manchu- 
ria duty free from Dalny, Port Arthur, 
and Siberia, though goods going from 
Manchuria to Siberia have had to pay 
heavy Russian duties. Now, says the 
correspondent, the Russians intend to 
establish customs posts on the eastern 
frontier and on the frontier of the Port 
Arthur territory, where duties will be 
collected according to the Chinese tar- 
iff. The duties will be paid over to 
China. 

The correspondent says that Russian 
officials and ex-officials of the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs Service have 
been appointed to administer the new 
establishments. Though these will nomi- 
nally be under the Imperial Maritime 
Customs it is obvious that the intention 
is their entire removal from the control 
or interference of the Inspectorate Gen- 
eral. 

Germany, adds the correspondent, will, 
it is expected, follow the same procedure 
in Kiao-Chow. It seems probable that 
the administration of the Chinese cus- 
toms on the various frontiers will before 
long be controlled by the respective 
neighboring powers.

FOUR BITTEN BY NEWARK DOG. 


Supposed Rabid Animal Pursued by 
Shouting Crowd and Killed 
by a Policeman. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 3.—In the lower 
part of the city to-day a big red setter 
dog bit three men, a boy, a horse, and 
another dog. David Stillwell, Jy., at 82 
Union Street, is the boy who was bitten. 
The men were Christopher Donovan of 71 
Liberty Street, William Wilson of 257 Elm 
Street, and John Somerdyke of 97 Houston 


Street. 

The dog, which was owned by Frederick 
Brady of 304 Lafayette Street, had been 
accustomed to follow Brady’s wagon, which 
is driven by David Stillwell. 

To-day the dog showed signs of ugliness, 
and bit the driver's son. It ran away, but 
afterward returned, apparently in a good 
temper. The lad’s wound had been cauter- 
ized, and the animal was allowed to follow 
the wagon as usual. Soon the dog bit 
Wilson, who was passing aJong the strect. 
Down the street the dog then dashed, with 
Stillwell and several others in_ pursuit. 
Donovan was the next to be bitten, and 
the swelling crowd was shouting ‘‘ Mad 
doz!" On Ferry Street Somerdyke was 
nipped, and the horse and the other dog 
were attacked immediately afterward. At 
Ferry and Polk Streets Policeman Kel- 
lett shot and killed the supposed rabid 
animal. Meanwhile the bitten persons 
have all had their wounds cauterized. 


MAN, GIRL, AND COW BITTEN. 


Dog, Supposed to be Rabid, Attacks 
Persons Near Morristown, N. J. 


MORRISTOWN, N. J., Dec. 3.—A man, a 
little girl, and a cow are the victims of a 
dog that is thought to have developed 
rabies at the farm of James F. Pierson, be- 
tween here and Mendham, last night. The 
dog got into an empty stall in Mr. Pierson’s 
barn, and when the cows were driven into 
the barn the animal attacked one, biting 
it four times. Charles J. White also was 
attacked and bitten on the thumb. The 
animal finally ran into a cellar, where it 
was shot. 

It was learned that the dog, a big New- 
foundland, previously had bitten the little 
daughter of John Franks, who lives near the 
Pierson farm. Mrs Franks was wheeling 
an infant in a carriage along the road and 
her little daughter was walking by her side, 
when the dog sprang over the baby carriage 
and bit the girl on the arm. Mrs. Franks 
succeeded in driving the brute away. White 
went to New York to-day to consult a 
physician there. An examination will be 
made of the dog’s brain.

NATION'S FINANCES 


Recommends that Silver Be Made 
Redeemable in Gold. 


Appropriations Asked for the Suppres- 
sion of Anarchistic Societies.

of the Treasury. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The annual re- 
port of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
which was sent to the House of Repre- 
sentatives yesterday in compliance wiih 
law, is a valuable business document, in 
which the financial operations of the Gov- 
ernment for the year ending with June 
last are fully set forth, and recommenda- 
tions made for legislation in regard to the 
currency, coinage, banking, and several 
other less important matters connected with 
the general administration of the Treas- 
ury Department. While the first sections 
of the report are valuable and interesting 
as concise expositions of the transactions 
of the Government in the fiscal and other 
Givisions of the Treasury, business and 
financial circles will be especially interested 
in what the Secretary says about the inade- 
quacy of existing laws to properly meet the 
increased demand of the country for an im- 
proved currency system, and for legislation 
calculated to relieve the Treasury from the 
imperative demand made upon it in such 
emergencies as were presented last month. 

The report opens with the usual exhibi- 
tion of the receipts and expenditures for 
the preceding year, and with esti- 
mates for the current and next fiscal years. 
The total for the year 1902 were 
$684,326,2S0, which may be tabulated for 
easy reference and comparison. Omitting 
details miscellaneous receipts, the 
three principal sources of revenue were as 
follows:

The Secretary recommends 
that the limit upon the stock of subsidiary 
coins be removed; that the requirement for 
the monthly coinage of 1,500,000 silver dol- 
lars be repealed, and that the entire stock 
of silver bullion now held be converted into 
subsidiary silver coins. This bullion would 
coin $38,000,000 in that class of coins, or 
$35,500,000 in standard silver dollars. 


NATIONAL BANKS. 


During the year ended Oct. 31, 1902, the 
number of National banks was increased 
by 470, with total capital of $31,130,000, of 
which 302, with capital of $7,905,000, were 
of the smaller class, and 168, with capital 
of $23,225,000, of the larger. The net in- 
crease, however, was but 399. 

The authorized capital stock of National 
banks in existence on Oct. 31, 1901, was 
$663,224,195, and on Oct. 31, 1902, $713,435,- 
695, an increase during the year of $50,211,- 
500. 

ISTHMIAN CANAL BONDS. 

Attention is directed to the fact that the 
bonds authorized at.the last session of 
Congress, to the amount of $130,000,00u, 
bearing 2 per cent. per annum, the pro- 
céeds to be used in building the Isthmian 
Canal, would be subject to a tax of 1 per 
cent. if used by banks as security for cir- 
culation, The consols of 1930, when so used 
by the banks, pay one-half of 1 per cent. 
As it was evidently the desire of Congress 
that the best possible terms should be ob- 
tained for this loan by the Secretary, it is 
recommended that the act of last session 
be so amended as to place the canal bonds 
on the same footing as the consols of 1930 
in this particular. 

PROGRESS IN SHIPBUILDING. 

American shipping was greater in volume 
June 30, 1902, than ever before in our his- 
tory. New vessels of the year have been of 
superior types, including the largest trans- 
built in the United 

the fastest steamer for Asiatic 
yet built in any country, and the 
largest steamer ever launched into the 
waters of the Pacific. The total tonnage 
completed was a trifle less than in 1901, 
but the shipbuilding in progress during the 
year, in the value of materials and amount 
of wages, has never been equaled in this 
country. If the rate of progress during the 
past few years could be maintained, the 
United States would in time become a com- 
petitor with Germany for the second place 
zs a shipbuilding nation. The outlook for 
the current tiscal year is not, however, 50 
promising.

STRENGTH OF THE TREASURY. 

Referring to the gold holdings and avail- 
able cash balance, the Secretary quotes 
largely from the report the Treasurer, 
which has already been published. Includ- 
ing the gold reserve, the available balance 
on June 30 was $362,187,361, the largest in 
the history the department. After 
lowing for subsidiary silver, silver bullion, 
and minor coin not available for large pay- 
ments, there remained in the Treasury 
vaults Nov. 1 a fund of over $56,000,000, 
which is slightly in excess of what is 
deemed a fair working balance. Nearly 
half of the net available cash balance, over 
and above the reserve of $150,000,000, was 
in gold and gold certificates, which amount- 
ed to $103,801,290, and increased by Nov. 1 
to $113,542,033, a sum far exceeding the out- 
standing liabilities. 
CURRENCY VOLUME 
reference to the 
money held by the

the Secretary says: 
“The unparalleled volume of gold certifi- 
cates outstanding is the result of the free- 
dom with which they can be issued in con- 
sequence of the natural flow of gold from 
Many sources into the Treasury. They are 
issued against deposits coin, and are 
paid out for gold bullion and the obliga- 
tions of the Government. On june U7 they 
for the first time exceeded in volume the 
United States notes. The increase in the 
fiscal year was $57,594,400, which was fol- 
lowed by another of $16,699,000 in the next 
three months, bringing the total up to $363,- 
311,089.. The Treasury derives gold from 
several sources. Substantially, the whole 
receipts from customs are in gold or the 
representative certificates. The total ac- 
quired through the Custom Houses during 
the year is placed at over $215,000,000. 
During the year ended Sept. 30, 1901, 
there was an addition of $75,956,845 to the 
aper currency of $20 and under. while only 
£9,794,500 was added to the higher denom- 
inations. Inclusive of gold coin, the smaller 
denominations constituted over 80 per cent. 
of the whole stock of money. In the next 
iwelve months the increase of the smaller 
denominations was $71,283,129, and of the 
higher only $4,745,750, raising the percent- 
age of the former to over 83. The demands 
of the people for notes of small denomina- 
tions have surprised the closest students of 
the currency. In 1890 there were 37,065,880 
pieces of Government paper issued, of the 
average value of $6.61. .In 1902 the issue 
was 116,697,874 and the average value $4, 
The facilities for production, so far as 
the Treasurer’s office is concerned, now 
Beem to be sufficient for present requlre- 
ments. we 

“The parity of all kinds of money has 
been maintained. No silver certificates are 
issued of higher denomination than $5, and 
no United States certificates of any de- 
nomination other than $10, while gold cer- 
tificates alone are issued in the higher 
forms. This promotes simplicity in the 
currency.” 
THE MINT AND SUBSIDIARY SILVER. 


Under the caption ** The Mint Service,”’ 
the Secretary says of the Philadelphia Mint, 
after stating the number and value of-gold 
and other coins minted during the year at 
all points: 

“The new Mint edifice at Philadelphia 
was occupied in October, 1901, and with its 
requipment now constitutes probably the 
most modern and complete coinage estab- 
lishment in the world. Its ultimate capacity 
when fully equipped will be much beyond 
what is at present required. The total ap- 
propriation made for equipment was $440,- 
185, of which $349,720.84: had been expended 
up to July 1, 1902.” 

It is pointed out that the stock of’ sub- 
sidiary silver is now limited by law to 
$100.000,000, -which has been reached. The 
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two combined of the world’s great steam- 
ship companies. Yet only an insignificant 
proportion of this companys tonnage— 
about one-eighth—is under the American 
flag. The tendency noted and the organi- 
zation of this company show conclusively 
that abundant American capital is disposed 
to engage in commercial enterprises on the 
sea and that, under existing conditions, the 
ready outlet for it is afforded by resort to 
foreign flags. American capital prefers in- 
vestment under foreign flags because it 
costs more to build ocean steamers in the 
lnited States than abroad, and, once built, 
it costs more to operate steamers under the 
American than under foreign. flags. Only 
steamers built in the United States are en- 
titled by law to fly our colors. If foreign- 
built steamers were admitted to American 
registry the handicap of higher wages for 
crews shipped in American ports would re- 
main.” 
EXCHANGEABILITY OF MONEY. 

The Secretary makes an elaborate argu- 
ment for the exchangeability of every form 
of Government money, including silver 
coins. After reciting the several coinage 
acts, and that providing for the redemption 
in coin of greenbacks, the report says: 

‘‘In 1893 a very serious financial panic 
arose, which threatened every commercial 
and industrial institution in the land. The 
possibility of Government notes being re- 
deemed in coin worth less than 25.8 grains 
of gold was the prime factor which led to 


the hoarding of gold. There was no occa- 


sion to fear that greenbacks and Treasury 
notes would not be redeemed in coin, for 
this had been expressly provided, but there 
to fear that they might be

‘March 14, 1900, the Congress, recogniz- 
ing that the parity of the demand obliga- 
tiens of the Government could not long be 
maintained when redeemable in anything 
other than standard coin, expressly pro- 
vided for, the redemption of greenbacks and 
Treasury notes in gold. No provision has 
yet been made for the redemption of silver 
or. its exchange for gold. There are now 
outstanding, in round figures, 550,000,000 
coined silver dollars, of material worth not 
54 cents each, as in 1893, but less than 40 
eents each, and there is no express provi- 
sion of law to protect the holder should 
public revenues again fall below current ex- 
penses and gold cease to flow into the 
Treasury. 
UNPROTECTED FIAT. 

‘‘National banknotes are secured by a 
special deposit of Government bonds, the 
principal and interest of most of which are 
payable in gold, but the notes themselves 
are payable in ‘lawful money,’ which in- 
cludes irredeemable silver dollars more 
than 60 per cent. fiat. In 1893 there were 
outstanding, roundly, $346,000,000 in United 
and $147,000,000 in Treasury 
in coin, and the

cheapest coin in which 
have been redeemed was worth 54 cents in 
gold. There was also $180,000,000 National 
banknotes, payable in ‘ lawful money,’ and, 
therefore, Mable to be discharged in silver 
worth 54 cents. There was also outstanding 
420,000,000 silver dollars worth the same. 
There was, therefore, approximately in the 
aggregate, £500,000,000 of unprotected fiat 
in these three forms of money. Since that 
time United States notes and Treasury 
notes have been made redeemable by law 
in gold, but the present National bank is- 
sue of &380,000,000 is payable in lawful 
money, which includes silver, worth not 54 
cents, but 39 cents, and there are now out- 
standing 550,000,000 silver dollars worth it 
cents each in gold. The aggregate unpro- 
tected flat at this time is, therefore, $5t5,- 
000,000, or $65,000,000 more than in 1893. 


DANGER IN EXISTING LAW. 

“I believe the Treasury would be in less 
danger with an express provision for the 
exchangeability of gold and silver than 
under existing laws. At the present time 
the Treasury furnishes all the gold needed, 
whatever the purpose for which it is de- 
manded, and certainly nO more would be 
required for commerce, and not as much 
for hoarding, should all doubt as to the 
status of silver be removed. On the con- 
trary, if all forms of money were made the 
equivalent of gold, then all occasion for 
hoarding one coin more than another 
would vanish, and the danger of the Treas- 
ury would be diminished instead of being 
increased. The ability of this Government 
to fulfill its promises has never been ques- 
tioned, but doubts arising from unex- 
pressed policies have caused more than one 
crisis. 

ADVANTAGE OF EXCHANGEABILITY. 

‘Should it be deemed wise to provide for 
the exchangeability of gold and silver, then 
National banknotes might be made payable 
in gold. In this way there would be shifted 


to the banks the greater burden of furnish- 
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in the event of an unfavorable 
balance of trade, might prove of great 
advantage to the Government. It would be 


manifestly unjust, as well as illogical, to 
require banks to redeem their notes in 


gold so long as legal tender silver remains 
irredeeemable and unexchangeable. 

“There can be no valid reason, legal, 
economic, or equitable, why the Govern- 
ment should not redeem in gold all its own 
obligations, whether they be represented in 
paper, 100 per cent. fiat, or in silver, 60 
per cent. fiat. When the Government ex- 
pressly guarantees its own issue, no objec- 
tion can appropriately be urged against 
requiring banks to pay their notes in gold. 
On the contrary, I see many advantages to 
be gained, especially with respect to our 
foreign commerce, by making every obliga- 
tion between the Government and the peo- 
ple, and between individuals, payable in 
money every dollar of which shall be the 
equivalent of 258 grains of standard gold, 
and on which a demand for this equivalent 
can be directly or indirectly predicted.” 

BANKING SYSTEM IMPERFECT. 

In the paragraphs devoted to banking it 
is pointed out that recent events enforce 
the conclusion that our banking system is 
imperfect. The efforts of the Treasury to 
counteract the contraction of currency are 
stated, and it is shown that by the several 
methods adopted for relief $26,000,000 was 
added to the volume of bank circulation. 
The reasons for a tendency toward con- 
traction are thus stated: 

‘‘ Government bonds are scarce, and those 
outstanding are held in large part by trust 
estates, savings banks and insurance com- 
panies, and are not available for circula- 
tion. The bonds that are on the market 
are hela at prices which render their use 
as security for circulation unprofitable 
whenever the rate of interest approximates 
G per cent. The frequent purchase and 
retirement of bonds renders the amount 
available for circulation gradually less, 
while a rapidly growing population, addi- 
tional banking facilities and expanding 
trade suggest the need of an ever increas- 
ing circulation. I, therefore, believe the 
time has arrived when it will be necessary 
to adopt one of two policies; either the 
Government debt must be perpetuated as 
a pasis for National bank circulation, and 
additional bonds issued as occasion may 
require, or some other system must be 
provided.”’

It is deciared that additional circulation 
will be necessary to properly conduct the 
constantly increasing business of the coun- 
try. “Outstanding Government bonds,” 
says the report, “ are inaaequate to secure 
it even if their market value would justify 
their use by the banks. It is even doubtful 
if National bank currency based on Gov- 
ernment bonds can be made advantageous 
to banks. A lower tax on circulation would 
be counteracted very promptly by a cor- 
responding advance in the price of bonds, 
and the profit woulda accrue to the present 
bond)older. , 

‘1 see no objection ; . 
circulation based upon general credits, if 
properly safeguarded. Neither do I believe 
it necessary to make currency thus issued 
a first lien upon assets. A very small tax 
upon circulation would to 
cover any possible loss. 

“The lowest tax suggested by any one 
would far exceed any possible loss, and 
the Government could assume responsibil- 
ity to the people and still realize a profit. 
When thus guaranteed and primarily re- 
deemed by the Government at the expense 
of the bank of issue, currency based on 
general assets would be acceptable and 
as secure as the present national bank 
notes based on specific assets. : 

‘*] doubt, however, the wisdom of making 
provision for the issuance of credit cur- 
rency to the limit of the bank’s capital. 
Not that I would fear unfortunate results, 
but in all financia] legislation the greatest 
caution must be exercised lest the cur- 
rency be suddenly and unduly inflated. A 
gradual increase in circulation is well nigh 
imperative, but a sudden and unnecessary 
increase would be most unfortunate. Sev- 
eral other safeguards will naturally sug- 
gest themselves and need not be consid- 
ered in this report.”’ 

BRANCH 

On the matter of 
banks the Secretary 
pared at this time to 
recommendation. * Recent 
says, ‘‘confirm a previous opinion that 
the peculiar conditions of this country 
would not be conserved by such a policy. 
Greater economy in management may be 
conceded. It may be conceded also that 
the system works well in some countries, 
but no other country has such diversified 
and widely separated interests as _ this. 
In order that the parent bank shall be 
able to serve widely separated communi- 
ties it must first understand the neéds of 
these communities, and neither experi- 
ence nor observation justifies the conclu- 
sion that such intimacy is likely to exist. 
I think a far better course, for the pres- 
ent, at least, would be to provide an 
elastic currency, available in every bank- 
ing community and sufficient for the needs 
of that locality. This, I think, can be ac- 
complished either in the way I have in- 
timated or by several other methods.” 

THE PUBLIC DEPOSITS. 

The report concludes with a brief discus- 
sion of the public deposits and methods for 
returning to business channels revenues 
that are held by the Treasury. This can be 
done only by the purchase of bonds and the 
deposit with the banks of current internal 
revenue and miscellaneous receipts. The 
latter method is tardy in bringing relief in 
of monetary stringency. The pur- 
chase of bonds invites a contraction of 
bank circulation for the purpose of dispos- 
ing of the bonds pledged for its security at 
the advanced price which usually prevails 
whenever the Government becoms a pur- 
chaser. 

“Thus the object sought to be attained,” 
says the report, “is counteracted. If au- 
thority were granted to make deposits with- 
out security after special examination and 
at such rates of interest as the Secretary of 
the Treasury might determine, quite an 
element of elasticity would be provided 
whenever a surplus of revenues existed. 
By advancing or lowering the rate of inter- 
est an equilibrium could be maintained 
throughout the country, and the interest 
charge would more than cover any loss, 

“ But if it should be deemed unwise to 
permit the loaning of public funds without 
specific security it certainly would be wel] 
to authorize deposits direct from the Treas- 
ury, and, as now, upon satisfactory secur- 
ity. If such authority had existed during 
the last few months the something more 
than $20,000,000 which was paid to the own- 
ers of Government bonds would have been 
deposited in a large number of reserve cit- 
ies throughout the country, and the relief 
afforded would have been equally perma- 
nent and more widely appreciated.”’ 
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Merchants’ Association’s Correspon- 
dence with the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York 
has made public an extended correspond- 
ence which it has had with Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw on the general subject 
of ship subsidies. The correspondence was 
inspired at the outset by the utterances of 
Secretary Shaw at Detroit Oct. 18. The 
correspondence apparently arrives at the 
conclusion that both the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation and Secretary Shaw are agreed on 
the general proposition of a ship subsidy 
measure which will help American ship- 
ping exclusively, but are unable to agree 
on an interpretation of Mr. Shaw's remarks 
in Detroit. 

The first letter of the Merchants’ Asso- 


ciation, under date of Oct. 29, notes the be- 
lief of the Merchants’ Association that 
Secretary Shaw, as he stated his position 
in his Detroit speech, was not opposed to 
the Ship Subsidy bill as it passed the Sen- 
ate at the last session of Congress, and ob- 
jects to features of that bill as giving aid 
to foreign-built shipping as well as to that 
exclusively American. Secretary Shaw re- 
plied that his remarks at Detroit were non- 
partisan as regards the kind of a measure 
through which relief should be sought. 
The answer of the Merchants’ Association 
noted further objections to the Ship Sub- 
sidy bill of the Fifty-sixth’ Congress and 
called the attention of the Secretary to its 
opinion that the extent of American trade 
with South America or South Africa is not 
at all affected by the transportation facili- 
ties under our flag, in reply to his sugges- 
tion that the United States cannot success- 
fully invade these markets in foreign bot- 
sone To this letter Secretary Shaw re- 
plies: 

‘Probably two-thirds of the discussions 
in this world are among people who prac- 
tically agree, except in forms of expression. 
Not until the friends of additional financial 
legislation agree among themselves will 
there be any further legislation on the sub- 
ject, and I suppose that the same rule ap- 
plies with reference to the friends of a 
shiv subsidy.” . ' 


SECRETARY WILSON’S 
REPORT ONAGRICULTURE 


Strong Plea for an Appalachian 
Forest Reserve. 


Tobacco Growing in Connecticut and 
Tea Growing in South Carolina Suc- 
cessful—Need of Cotton Indus- 
try—Foreign Markets. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—In his annual 
report made public to-day, Secretary Wil- 
son of the Department of Agriculture gives 
some interesting figures illustrative of the 
magnitude of the argricultural industry in 
the United States. The latest statistics 
available on the subject show that the fixed 
eapital of agriculture in this country is 
about twenty billions of dollars, or four 
times that invested in manufactures. There 
are about 5,000,000 farms, comprising 
415,000,000 acres of improved land. Forty 
million people, or mde than one-half 
the total population of the country,’ reside 
on farms. The produce of American agri- 
culture aggregates annually over five bil- 
lions of dollars. The most valuable crop 
is Indian corn, hay and forage, cotton, 
wheat, and oats follcowing in the order 
named. The animals slaughtered in the 
United States annually have a value of 
nearly one billion dollars. The products 
of the dairy are worth nearly half a bil- 
lion annually, and the returns from poultry 
and eggs approximate $300,000,000. 

The Secretary makes an earnest plea 
for the establishment of an Appalachian 
Forest Reserve. He says that the soils 
washed down from the mountain slopes 
are rendering annually less navigable the 
Ohio, Tennessee, and Mississippi Rivers. 
This result is directly attributable to the 
deforestation of the slopes. The Secretary 
states that the rate of land erosion on 
these slopes from which the forest cover 
has been removed is as great now in a 
single year as during ten centuries when 
covered with primeval forests. 

NEED OF COTTON INDUSTRY. 

One of the greatest needs in improving 
the cotton industry in the United States 
been to secure a long staple upland 
variety of good quality and productive- 
ness. Several varieties of the ideal type 
have been produced, and the past year’s 
experiments show conclusively that these 
varieties can be made permanent. Egypt 
and South Africa are waking up to their 
possibilities in cotton production, and the 
United States, the Secretary says, must 
develop and grow better and more pro- 
ductive varieties than will be grown by 


its competitors. 

Under the inspection service of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, ante-mortem In- 
spections for the year aggregated nearly 
60,006,000, at a cost of a fraction of over 
one cent each. The number of post-mortem 
inspections was nearly 39,000,000. Alto- 
gether the value of exports of animals for 
the year amounted to $244,7335,062. 

Experimental exports of dairy products 
have been made to Japan, China, Cuba, and 
Porto Rico. The obstacles to the rapid in- 
crease of this trade are —, inade- 
quate transportation facilities and climatic 
conditions. Results, however, encourage 
the further cultivation of the markets of 
Japan. 

The Secretary urges the necessity of a 
thorough and more systematic study of the 
foreign markets, so that the American 
farmer and fruit grower may make ship- 
ments intelligently. 

In view of the vital importance of the in- 

vestigations of grasses and forage crops to 
American agriculture, the Secretary recom- 
mends that Congress give the President au- 
thority to secure for the experimental 
needs of the department such tracts of pub- 
lic range as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose. 
Perhe tea farm at Pinehurst, S. C., has 
proved such a success that the department 
has decided to establish a similar farm in 
Texas if suitable land and co-operation can 
be secured. 

The Congressional distribution of seeds 
last year was the largest in the history of 
the department. The work of introducing 
foreign seeds is being pushed, with good re- 
sults in many instances. Particular im- 
provement has been made in the rice-grow- 
ing regions of Texas and Louisiana, large- 
ly through the efforts of the department in 
introducing new forms. As a result rice 
production in this country now about 
equals the demand. The Jordan almond Is 
another successful introduction of the year. 

The soil survey has been greatly extend- 
ed, and the division of soil management 
started in the course of the year gives 
promisé of highly important results. An 
assistant has been furnished to the War 
Department to organize a soil survey for 
the Philippines. 


TOBACCO EXPERIMENTS. 

The commercial success of the shade- 
grown Sumatra tobacco in the Connecticut 
Valley has now been fully assured. At the 
present time the department is advising 
and instructing thirty-eight growers in 
Connecticut and Massachusetts, cultivating 
645 acres of shade tobacco. Experiments 
are now being made in the growing of to- 
bacco in Pennsylvania, New York, and 
Wisconsin. The tobacco situation in Texas 
and Ohio has been thoroughly studied with 
a view to the production of a desirable type 
of filler tobacco equal to the imported 
Cuban leaf, and it is believed that by care- 
ful methods of cultivation, fermentation, 
and assorting this can be done.* In fact, the 
report states, leaf has been actually grown 
that cannot be distinguished, when prop- 
erly fermented, from the imported Cuban 
leaf. 

The increase in prairie dogs as a natural 
result of the destruction of their enemies, 
the coyotes and larger hawks, called for 
a special investigation during the year. 

Permits were issued during the year for 
the importation of about 50,000 birds, most- 
ly song birds. 

The Secretary urges that the number of 
workers in the experiment stations be in- 
creased so as to permit of proper specializa- 
tion. 

Statistics of attendance at land grant col- 
leges show over 42,000 students enrolled. 
This is an increase of over 7 per cent. 

In regard to Farmers’ Institutes, the Sec- 
retary states that these are now held in 
forty-four States and Territories, includ- 
ing Hawaii. Over 2,300 institutes were 
held last year, the funds contributed by 
the different States and Territories to this 
work amounted to nearly $200,000, and 
7,009 persons attended these institutes. The 
Secretary points,out that while the persons 
actually engaged in agricultural pursuits 
number about 10,000,006 the total number 
of persons reached by the institutes and the 
agricultural colleges is not much over 7 
per cent.. of that number, while the publi- 
eations of the stations reach about 500,000 
farmere He includes, therefore, the great 
need of » wider dissemination among far- 
mers of the results of agricultural study 
and research. 

The department is conducting important 
investigations aimed to assist in the solv- 
ing of the irrigation problem. Through 
the courtesy of the officials in Egypt the 
representative of the department was en- 
abled to become fully acquainted with the 
administration of laws governing the use 
of the Nile. 


STUDY OF FOREIGN MARKETS. 


With regard to the study of foreign mar- 
kets, the Secretary has this to say: 

“The investigations of the Division of 
Foreign Markets show exceptional activity 
on the part of our competitors in the agri- 


cultural export trade, especially Australia, 
Canada, and Argentina. Our own agricul- 
tural exports for the fiscal year 1902 
amounted to $860,000,000. This, next to the 
exceptional record for 1901, is the highest 
ever reported. The falling off from 1901 
was mainly corn and cotton. The decline 
in these two products aggregated $89,- 
000,000, 

‘Special interest has been aroused in our 
commerce in forestry products. Of these 
the United States exported last year $50,- 
000,000 worth, Europe being the principal 
foreign market, and the United Kingdom 
the largest purchaser. Our commerce with 
Hawaii in so far as agricultural products 
are concerned, shows a slight falling off, 
but a considerable increase with Porto 
Rico and the Philippines.”’ 

The department has begun the work on 
an exhibit for the Loutsiana Purchase Ex- 
position. It will be the most complete ever 
made by the department.

LOUISIANA PURCHASE FAIR. 


E. H. Harriman on New York’s Proper 
Place at the Middie West 
Exposition. 


The New York State Commission to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition to be held 
at St. Loults during a period of six months 
beginning May 1, 1904, met yesterday after 
noon at 120 Broadway. Edward H. Harri- 
man, President of the commission, pre- 
sidcd. Among those present were Gov. 
Odell, Commissioners Louis Stern and 
Lewis Nixon of Manhattan; Edward Lyman 
Bill of New Rochelle, William Berri of 
Brookiyn, Cyrus E. Jones Jamestown, 
John C. Woodbury of Rochester, Frank 5 
Magraw of Buffalo, John K. Stewart, of 
Amsterdam, James H. Callanan of Sche- 
nectady, John Young of Geneseo, and Mrs, 
Harriet T. Mack of Buffalo. Charles A. 
Ball, ex-Clerk of the State Senate, was 
made Secretary to the commission. 

in the matter of the State Building the 
commission discussed the style of archi- 
tecture best adapted to the requirements 
and consistent with the dignity of the Em- 
pire State at the Exposition. From an 
architectural standpoint the new Chamber 
of Commerce Building commended itself 
as a model. It was finally decided to refer 
the matter to a sub-committee of the 
Executive Committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Stern, Nixon, Stewart, and Cailanan, who 
will report as to the requirements of the 
building, the size, style, and cost. 

Mr. Harriman said: ‘* The commission is 
desirous of having the great State of 
New York represented at the Louisiana 
Purchase Fair with the dignity that be- 
longs to her in the great Union of States. 
This event is one of marked importance, as 
it commemorates the acquisition of a vast 
territory through the wise statesmanship 
of Thomas Jefferson which more ‘than 
doubled the area of the United States, To- 
day it is divided into no less than twelve 
States and three Territories. This bloodless 
acquisition of a great empire, populated 
by the people of the older States, is a mat- 
ter of congratulation from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 

“The agricultural ‘ West’ is the friend 
ly customer of the industrial East. The vast 
productive acres that to-day are made rich 
with harvest that supply breadstuffs to the 
world’s markets, and 100 years ago were 
the untilled acres of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, are, in military terms, the East's 

‘base of supplies.’ The men who have 
turned the wilderness into t4 garden, who 
have added hundreds of thousands of mil- 
lions to the wealth of the Nation, come 
from New England, New York, and Penn- 
sylvania. It is more than proper, therefore, 
that the great industrial States on the At- 
lantic seaboard should be represented by 
participation with a dignity and magni- 
tude commensurate to their importance.”

BLOCKED CARS FILL BRIDGE. 


Wagon Caught at the Brooklyn End 
Halted Traffic Forty Minutes 
in Rush Hours.

the south roadway. A heavily-loaded sin- 
glie-horse wagon of the White Express 
Company, going east on the Brooklyn land 
had a wheel caught in the “slip- 
joint '’ of the railway track. A car close 
behind struck the end of the wagon with 
sufficient force to wedge the wheel tighter 
in the groove, and the blockade was on. 


The accident happened about 6:30 o'clock, 
and fifteen minutes after the cars stopped 
on the south roadway they were blocked 
all the way around the loop and on the 
north roadway nearly to a point opposite 
where the wagon was stuck fast. 

Sergt. Hayes of the Bridge Squad, with 
thirty-five men, hurried to the Manhattan 
end, and although the block lasted for forty 
minutes and an enormous crowd was clam- 
oring at the bridge entrance for the cars to 
start, it was kept very orderly and there 
was no unusual crush. 

When the crowd had extended out to the 
first stairway from Park Row, Sergt. 
Hayes ordered five policemen to keep an 
open passageway for those who desired to 
go on the cable cars. 

The wagon was finally freed with crow- 
bars, and apparently was uninjured. But 
thousands of Brooklynites ate cold dinners 
last night because of it.

Of 
course, his debts worried him, *ut it was 
natural that they should.

The new aqueduct is now giving its maxi- 
mum delivery, which, together with the 
small Bronx supply, amounts to 295,000,000 
per diem. The only margin the city pos- 
sesses is the 80,000,000 gallons daily from 
the old aqueduct when it is again put into 
service. In other words, the emergency is 
right on the city, and the old-time story is 
repeating itself. The only efficacious meth- 
od of meeting this problem is the utiliza- 
tion of waste, and along with legislation 
for a new supply, money should be appro- 
priated for the work and appliances of con- 
verting preventable waste into legitimate 
use. This utilization of water now constant- 
ly wasted can be so developed that it will 
keep pace with increase of population, 
doubling the existing supply in effect, and 
giving time to develop in detail and con- 
struction appurtenances for a new supply; 
it will also give that supply greater lon- 
gevity when secured. 

The present water draught of New 
York is equivalent to about 120 gallons 
per head of population per day. Of the 
population of New York it is safe to as- 
sume as a Statistical proposition that at 
least one-third do not use an average of 
two gallons per day. The immense ten- 
ement population is not well provided 
with toilet accommodations, and very 
little water goes a great way when it 
has to be brought in buckets from a tap 
common to all tenants. This would ac- 
count for a use of 2,388,620 gallons per 
day. If for another third of the popula- 
tion we allow 20 gallons, we are within 
the probabilities, and have accounted for 
,886,240 gallons per day more. If the 
remaining third is accredited with the 
capacity to use an average of 30 gallons, 
we have accounted for 35,829,360 gallons 
more. This would give for the entire

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

-——A simple way to prevent such “ scan- 
dals’’ as have resulted from the army- 
navy football game would be to forbid ama- 
teur athletes to play for ‘‘the gate re- 
ceipts.” That is what the college boys do 
now, in a way and to a degree, and, though 
it is considered a terrible thing for one of 
them to take money in his schoolboy days 
in payment for the display of his skill or 
strength, yet the organization of which 
he forms a part can collect enormous sums 
from the sale of tickets, and the only mur- 
murs of complaint that arise come from 
people whose opinions do not count. The 
individual student, huwever, cannot traf- 
fic in tickets without creating talk of 
scandal, and his conduct gets investigation 
by the university authorities. The differ- 
ence between selling two tickets to a foot- 
ball match and disposing of several thou- 
sands of them is not obvious—at least, it 
seems to be a difference of quantity rather 
than of quality. The excuse for the larger 
business, of course, is that the profits all 
go for thé general good—that no personal 
profit is made, and that therefore:the pro- 
fessional element does not enter. This 
argument is not without weight, but as 
long as men, young or old, buy admission 
tickets to college games they will continue 
to sell those tickets if the price obtainable 
is attractive to them, and it will be much 
easier to punish them for it than to con- 
vince them that the punishment is just. If 
there were no gate receipts, college ath- 
letics and sports would not be carried to 
the extremes which alone render them ob- 
jectionable, even to those who like them 
least. When money enters, the amateur 
approaches the professional, and any move- 
ment in that direction is regrettable. 


——Certainly explicit is the statement of 
the Mormon President that his Church 
does not now perform, or authorize, or 
sanction, marriage in any form that is con- 
trary to the laws of the land. The ‘ Gen- 
tile”’ population of Utah has often and 
as explicitly asserted the contrary, and 
there the case stands, a clearly raised issue 
of ascertainable and demonstrable facts. 
President SMITH admits, however, that no 
inconsiderable number of Mormons are 
maintaining the polygamous relations into 
which they entered before circumstances 
over which they had no control gave them 
the respect for ‘“‘the laws of the land” 
they now profess. To defend the Mormons 
who continue in the old way, the President 
of the Church says that the alternative is 
the cruel abandonment of the superfluous 
families—an old argument and not particu- 
larly convincing, since there is nothing to 
prevent the too patriarchal saints from 
dividing their real and personal property 
as they choose. The plan they follow 
opens wide doors to deception, and they 
know it perfectly well. 


——So much sentiment has accumulated 
around the ‘‘ Christmas tree,”’ and the vast 
majority of people are so accustomed to 
regard it as a form of virtue to make a 
young conifer the central feature of their 
annual interchange of gifts, that it is al- 
most as hopeless as it is ungracious to at- 
tack the pretty custom. Still, appreciation 
of the value of trees is no longer confined 
to a few derided ‘“‘cranks,”’ and it is at 
least safe to hint that the pleasure derived 
every Chistmas from the brilliantly lighted 
and generously laden pyramids of green, 
while large in amount and in itself better 
than innocent, is secured at a cost so 
large that there is little exaggeration in 
calling it dreadful. To be sure, Christmas 
trees of ordinary size can be bought for 
small sums of money, and even the big 
ones require no terrifying expenditure, but 
that is simply because there is as yet no 
general realization that a tree which has 
escaped the innumerable dangers of In- 
fancy and reached a stature and strength 
sufficient to make its attainment of ma- 
turity a matter of something like proba- 
bility, has become of a worth not easily to 
be measured in dollars and cents. If this 
worth were better known, Christmas trees 
would be rated at prohibitive prices, and 
there wou'd not be every December a 
frightful slaughter of arboreal innocents. 
If the little spruces, firs, and hemlocks 
that will come to this city alone this 
month to shine for an evening and then be 
thrown into corners to wither miserably, 
were allowed to live, they wouldin the years 
to come cover many a mile of rocky hill- 
side with forest and give no end of joys, 
both economic and aesthetic, to the next 
generation. The gatherers of the Christ- 
mas tree crop cut down the very trees that 
ought to be spared, and they do much 
toward preventing their successors from 
having any trees at all to cut down—or to 
walk among and admire if their tastes hap- 
pen to run that way. Seedling evergreens 
are not easy to raise, as will be conclu- 
sively proved to anybody who tries to buy 
a few hundred of them from the nursery- 
men, and it is a folly close to wickedness 
to destroy by wholesale the rather scanty 
supply that nature is kind enough to pro- 
vide when the conditions are not made too 


difficult. 


__We are kindly told by The Boston Ad- 
vertiser that in crediting the German Em- 
peror with ‘courage’ when commenting 
upon his participation in the Krupp funeral, 
we made an unfortunate choice among the 
available terms of eulogy. Possibly, but 
our neighbor's argument to prove that we 
were mistaken does not convince us. 
“Courage,” it says with a seriousness wor- 
thy of President RoosrevELT himself when 
passionately proclaiming the rightness of 
right or the wrongness of wrong, “ courage 
is shown by facing danger of some kind.” 
Having laid this extremely firm foundation 
for its argument, The Advertiser proceeds 
to erect upon it a very shaky superstruc- 
ture. ‘“ There was no danger of any kind 
which Kaiser Witu1am faced on that oc- 
casion. He knew that almost the entire 
German people were proud of the glory and 
the power which had come to the Father- 
land through the epoch-making achieve- 
ments of three generations of the Krupp 
family, in making German guns, the most 
powerful in the world, and in bringing the 
military chiefs of a score of nations to 
Essen in ardent quest of that far-famed 
ordnance. The Kaiser knew that even if 
some portions of the German press might 
be disposed to dissent from his acts and 
words of eulogy, not a single newspaper 
would dare so much as to hint at criticism 
of his Majesty. Finally, he knew that his 
kindly condescension and fiery champion- 
ship would win almost universal plaudits 
for his generous motives, however little it 
might convince men that his opinions were 
correct.”’ Yes, very shaky indeed is all that. 
The Kaiser has been criticised for what he 
did, and fiercely, by more than one Ger- 
man paper, and that he consciously ex- 
pected the praise he has received can be 
maintained only by those who have studied 
his character to little purpose. And he did 
deliberately face a real danger—a danger 
which it will be well, perhaps, to let The 
Advertiser discover for itself. All more 
sophisticated observers saw it instantly,

The Board of Aldermen of 
this city has insisted upon injecting into 
the charter an obligation compelling the 
railway to adopt eight hours as a day's 
work for its wage earners. Will you permit 
me to ask the Sollowing questions? 

Is it one of the functions of the Board of 
Aldermen of a municipality, great or small, 
to originate and enact legislation controll- 
ing inter-State, transcontinental, or inter- 
national commerce? 

Are any members of the Board of Alder- 
men condescending to play to the galleries? 

Are any of them playing stumbling block 
in the interest of a rural railway corpora- 
tion seeking the traffic of Long Island? 

With hesitation I ask the question, Are 
any members of the board so degraded as 
to seek a personal financial consideration 
for serving the taxpayers of this city other 
than their salaries from the Pennsylvania 


Railway Company? 
Does any member of the board imagine 
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that by preventing the expenditure by a 
private corporation of $60,000,000, chiefly 
for unskilled labor, he will secure the sup- 
port of honest wage earners when he seeks 
a re-election?

As 
it is, the cure is merely temporary. I have 
— to one of the head nurses in this 
city, and she strongly approves of a con- 
valescent home where the children of the 
poor could be looked after and _ receive 
proper food and better attention than the 
ignorant or careless treatment of their own 
homes afford them. 

I have a case in mind of a littie boy who 
has often been an inmate of one of the 
hospitals. Last Spring he was much bet- 
ter, went to the country for a few weeks 
during the hottest weather, and gained 
eleven pounds, but on being sent to his own 
home rapidly lost ground, and is again in 
the hospital, where I saw him last week. 
He was lying wrapped in bandages on his 
little bed, and felt too ill to speak. His 
mother is dead, and his father and he live 
in a place that, the nurse told me, was 
like a cellar. Cannot something be done to 
remedy this sad state of affairs?

I. The United States Government with- 
drew from Cuba without first securing the 
latter’s trade—one of the richest in the 
world.

COMPOUND DILEMMA ANCIENT. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the account published in your issue of 
this morning under the heading ‘‘ A Double 
Case of Heads I Win,” &c., is true, history 
certainly repeats itself. 

The compound dilemma set forth by your 
correspondent is a very old one, and forms 
one of a series of problems usually given to 
students of logic. It first came to my no- 
tice when studying that science under the 
late M. Stuart Phelps at Yale, in the Au- 
tumn of 1875, and as nearly as I can recall 
it was as follows: Protagoras agreed to 
teach Enathies the art of pleading for a 
certain sum, one-half to be paid down and 
the other half when Enathles had won his 


first case. After the course of instruction 
was finished, Enathles decided not to en- 
gage in practice, whereon his teacher de- 
manded payment of the fee, and threatened 
suit, enforcing his claim with the dilemma: 
“Tf I win the suit, you owe me the money 
by the finding of the court, and if you win 
the suit, you owe me by the terms of our 
contract." 

Enathles replied: ‘‘ If I win the suit I owe 
you nothing by the finding of the court, 
and if you win the suit, I owe you nothing 
according to our contract.’’ Suit was 
brought and resulted in a verdict for the 
defendant, who still refused to pay, and 
repudiated his agreement, taking shelter 
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under the court’s decision fn his favor. In 
this particular he seems to have had in- 
numerable imitators. The fact that the 
pupil won the case would indicate that the 
tuition in pleading had been thorough. Pro- 
cedure, however, was another matter, and 
perhaps Protagoras may have thought it 
advisable to keep something ‘up his 
sleeve," togas being well adapted for the 
purpose. At any rate, he played the “ joker” 
and won out, as he obtained a new trial on 
the ground of additional evidence, and was 
able to show the honorable court that his 
pupil had won a case, and that final pay- 
ment was due according to the contract. 
This interesting study in antiquity points 
more morals than that honesty is the best 
policy; it illustrates the futility of tryin 
to “‘ teach one’s grandmother to suck eggs,’ 
and also that it is generally more advisa- 
ble for a man to retain a lawyer than to 
try his own case. L.

A PARADOX,

In to-day’s issue of THE TiMEs, in a lete 
ter under the heading, ‘Heads I Win; 
Tails You Lose,” the writer relates a con- 
versation he overheard about two young 
lawyers. The one, “ Roe,” loses at cards 
to “ Doe” $50. They make an agreement 
the money will not be payable until Roe 
will win his first lawsuit. ‘‘ Now,” the 
story goes on, ‘‘suppose Doe should get 
tired of waiting for Roe to pay him on ac- 
count of Roe’s ill-luck in the courts and de- 
cide to sue Roe,’’ Doe would reason thus? 
**I shall sue Roe, and if I win the judgment 
of the court will insure my getting the $50, 
and if I lore Roe will have won his first 
lawsuit and must pay as agreed.” 

To the intelligent reader of THE TIMES 
the humor of this narrative lies in the ab- 
Surdity of the proposition that a lawyer 
will sue and obtain from a court of justice 
a judgment for a debt which is not yet 
due and payable because he is tired of 
waiting until it is due, or that a lawyer 
will try to collect a gambling debt in a 
lawsuit which is not recognized in a court 
of justice. 

But this hypothetical case is to be found 
in a sound and correct form in one of 
Maimonidus’s works as an illustration of 
erroneous deductions as result of false rea- 
soning. The case is given thus: 

A man makes a contract with a lawyer 
whereby his son is to study law under him 
and will be prepared by him for the bar to 
practice law; the father to pay the lawyer 
for his tuition 500 piasters, but not, how- 
ever, before the son will be competent to 
win his first lawsuit. After a time the 
lawyer sent the bill for the 500 plasters to 
the fathers, saying that the son was com- 
petent to win his first lawsuit, and he en- 
titled to his money. The father demurred, 
demanding proof before paying. The law- 
yer brought suit, the son defended, the 
father won, the court deciding the lawyer 
must prove the capability of the son before 
being entitled to payment. ‘‘ Now,” inter- 
posed the lawyer, ‘‘if the son won this his 
first case for the father, I am entitled to 
the [ee hyena ll but replied the father, “if 
so, then my son lost this his first lawsuit, 
and you are not in it.”” In this way the 
lawyer and the son are ehasing round in a 
circle, winning and losing alternately.

DU BARRY THE SECOND] 
Belasco’s “The Darling of the 


Gods ” Is Magle on the Formula 
of His Late Success. 


Miss Blanche Bates Has a Du Barry 
Part and Plays It in the Du 
Barry Manner. 


“The Darling of the Gods,” by David 
Belasco and John Luther Long, which was 
disclosed last night at the Belasco Theatre 
with Miss Blanche Bates in the title rdle, is 
cast in the same mold as “‘ Du Barry," and 
is not unlikely to have a similar though per- 
haps less extended success. It is a series 
of really splendid tableaus, with long waits 
between them, of gorgeous costumes and 
gayly diversified crowds, of acrobats and 
tumblers, of choruses of Geisha girts from 
Geisha Street, and all the rest; and in the 
interstices of these many engrossing things, 
there is a of love and suffering, 
compounded strenuous emotions and 
Sardoudling situations that are, alas! false 
not only to human nature but also to their 
not very lofty model. Amid all this, Miss 
Blanche Bates, admirable actress that she 
is, is reduced to the hard and unmodu- 
lated emotions, the raucous and strenuous 
histrionism of Mrs. Leslie Carter. It would 
be an inappreciative and ungrateful multi- 
tude that would not mob the box oifice. 

All due credit to a iavish management! 
It is true that stage scenes, however gor- 
gfeous,.never rise to the altitude of high 
art, but they give a very real delight to 
the vast multitudes who considerately for- 
bear to wear out the steps of the Metro- 
politan Art Museum with their sole leather; 
and even the most chastened soul need not 
scruple to be interested and pleased with 
the picture pageants Mr. Belasco has af- 
forded. There are ten tableaux, and each 
in its way is a triumph of richly artistic 
light and movement and color. 

In the first act the great state hall dur- 
ing ‘“‘the feast of a thousand welcomes,” 
throngs with quaint Japanese crowds and 
quainter Japanese ceremonies, while over 
and beyond it all is a view of distant 
hillside glowing with the rich, subdued 
colors of a thousand shaded lanterns. The 
air is laden with Oriental perfumes, and a 
stupor of the of joss hangs upon 
the senses. ‘‘he crowds prattle pretty flow- 
€ry phrases, they kneel and beat the floor 
with their foreheads, they sing delicate fal- 
setto songs very much like those one may 
hear at the Chinese Theatre in Doyers 
Street, and at intervals one hears the 
quaint fantastic music of Biwa, Samisen, 
and Koto, of Tsudzumi and Fuye. Not 
even a Burton Holmes lecture could so 
reveal the very heart of the Land of Cherry 
Blossoms. 

In the second act one sees a crowd of sol- 
diers, ambushed for the hero at the Kan- 
zashi Forks in the blue black ot starlight. 
“ What a joke on Mr. Belasco,”’ some one 
remarked with a cynical gibe at the ways 
of the melodramatist, “if after all the vil- 
lain should not come by way of this most 
poetically realized night scene!” But the 

The 
nero did not come, and the curtain rang 
down on a tale that was no further unfold- 
ed (a Simian simile, to be sure) than when 
it rang up. Is it not the height of theat- 
rical generosity to. give so splendid a scene 
for nothing? 

The great scene of the play—theatrically, 
if not spectacularly—was in the old sword 
Troom—the cabinet of the Minister of 
War. Here was solid architecture, and 
the idol of the Japanese War God, who 
had more heads than a militia regiment 
and two sword arms for each head, There 
Were donjon cells beneath trap doors, and 
mt least two torture chambers—all of which 
were kept busy with the horrors of Sar- 
doudling. But why continue? It was all 
@s rich and gorgeous as barbaric taste 
could make it, and to those who relish such 
things was the amplest quid for the quo 
of the price of an orchestra stall. 

The Darling of the Gods, Yo-San, 
(Miss Bates), is the daughter of a Japanese 
Prince, who has had a sort of a convent 
education in the sanctuary of 1 temp'e The 
hero, Kara, (Mr. Robert T. Haines) is the 
leader of a band of ten Samurai, who in the 
fear of the Emperor's sword edict kept their 
two swords and lived as outlaws. Kara is 
hunted down by the Minister of War, and 
takes refuge behind the shoji of Yo-San’'s 
sanctuary, even as a certain other hero 
in distress took to Du Barry's bed; and his 
pursuers, who dog his tracks eyen to her 
doorstep, are equally blind in the way they 
are thrown off his track. One of their 
own number, who was just on the trail, 
had been easily killed before the rest came 
up and rammed into the mud on the banks 
of the river. The sleuths of the War Min- 
ister were made to believe that it was he 
who had left the footsteps of blood, and 
that he had been murdered for violating 
the maiden’s sanctuary. 

So Kara lived with Yo-San until his 
wounds had healed. She was an advanced 
young lady, upon whose conventual igno- 
rance had been grafted certain Occidental 
ideas of love, as expounded in a red-cov- 
ered book from that great village called 
America, which seems to have borne some 
relationship to Mr. Pinero’s ‘“‘ suburb of the 
universe."’ The exponents of these ideas of 
love were what she called ky-issing and 
hugeing.

But it did not really strike 
home: there was only a simulacrum in the 
audience of the wild enthusiasm that greet- 
ed the earlicr Belasco play. Yet there is 
no doubt that the performance as a whole 
is highly interesting and that it will con- 
tinue for many months to amuse crowded 
houses. It would be uncritical not to point 
out the gap that divides it from anything of 
real dramatic novelty or interest, but it 
would be equally wrong to fail to pay a 
igh tribute to its beauty and lavishness 
It is really about the most beautiful we 
have ever seen. 

Miss Bates's personality is as strong and 
beautiful as ever, but her art, which is ca- 
pable of so many moods of natural gayety 
and emotional feeling, is cramped by the 
childishness of the situations in which she 
moves; all her rich modulations of expres- 
sion have been hammered into the flat and 
sounding brass of the Belasco manner. Mr.

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is almost equally attractive and 


equally strong in his potentialities, but he 
is equally hampered. 

The material in the supporting company 
is of a very high order of merit, and in the 
subordinate parts there is a greater chance 
for real acting.

Mme. Sembrich was again in superb voice 
and spirits, and sang brilliantly. The audi- 
ence was one of the smallest that has at- 
tended any of the regular subscription per- 
formances this season. A comparatively 
limited amount of the early Verdi satisfies 
this public in these days, even when the 
music is vivified and digniifed so far as it 
may be by the art of Mme. Sembrich. More 
early Verdi, to be sure, is coming; but the 
prediction may be ventured that any one 
opera of the list will be potent to attract 
and hold public interest for only a very 
few performances.

THE LELONG COLLECTION. 


A cable dispatch to THE NEw YorK 
TIMES recently announced that the art col- 
lection of the late Mme. Lelong of Paris 
was to be sold at auction. From M. Du- 
rand-Ruel THE NEw YorK TiIMEs has now 
received a copy of the first part of the 
catalogue, and it appears that the earlier 
reports in regard to the Lelong sale under- 
estimated, if anything, its importance. 

The sale will probably be the most nota- 
ble of its kind since the dispersal of the 
Spitzer collection. That a collection of 
such remarkable character as that pos- 
sessed by Mme, Lelong should have been in 
existence for years, and have been prac- 
tically unknown to the general foreign art- 
loving public, is altogether surprising. One 
is prepared to make discoveries in regard 
to collections by specialists—to find that 
some unknown person has acquired a splen- 
did lot of Japanese lacquers or Italian ma- 
jolica, for instance—but it is astonishing to 
learn that a collection which embraces all 
classes of art objects and various periods of 
art history, and whic’ contains numerous 
specimens of the first 1: ince, has been 
almost overlooked by ar’ writers. 

The sale begins on Mv..day next. The 
catalogue is produced in the best French 
manner—that to say, in the best style 
possible, and the many illustrations are 
beautiful examples of photogravure. To 
attempt to give details of even the small 
portion of the collection it describes would 
be impossible. The catalogue gives illustra- 
tions of one piece after another which make 
a collector’s mouth water—pictures by 
Clouet, Bronzino, and early German and 
Flemish masters, Renaissance jewelry, 
ivories, metal work, Della Robbia ware, 
wood carvings, tapestries. The textiles 
appear, if any distinction is to be made be- 
tween the various classes of objects, to be 
the chief treasures of the collection. There 
are some early specimens which are supe- 

to anything that has come into the 
market recently. There are also many 
wood carvings, but these, more than the 
tapestries, metal work, and paintings, ap- 
peal to a smaller public. 

One magnificent high relief by Giovanni 
della Robbia is the finest specimen of 
Della Robbia ware that collectors have had 
a chance to acquire for a long time. The 
subject is Adam and Eve. Of course the 
photogravure gives no idea of the color, but 
it shows that, in design at least, the bas 
relief is a masterpiece among the works of 
the famous Florentine family. 

Mme. Lelong left a very large sum in 
cash besides the art collection.

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Perfect Artificial Rubies. 

PARIS, Nov 11.—The manufacture of ar- 
tificial rubies which in appearance are as 
good as the natural stones is now an ac- 
complished fact. A demonstration of this 
achievement was given to the members of 
the Académie des Sciences yesterday after- 


noon. 
Some years ago artificial rubies were 


placed on the market, but a microscopical 


examination revealed the fact that the 
crystals were imperfect. The rubies manu- 
factured by M Verneuil, however, are of a 
superb red color and of a purity and sparkle 
equal to the genuine article. The cost of 
producing them is not a heavy one, so that 
there is every reason to anticipate that the 
new discovery will lead to a sensible dimi- 
nution in the price of the formerly precious 
stones. 

The rubies are obtained by a new process, 
in which the blowpipe plays an important 
part, and the stones are both beautiful and 
of a goodly size. The specimen shown at 
the mecting of the academy was much ad- 
mired by savants.—London Mail. 


HE DID NOT KNOW COLER 


Ex-Senator Krum Calls Mr. Coler 
“Mr. Fuller.” 


GOV. ODELL MEETS HIS RIVAL 


Mayor Low and the Governor Hold a 
Long Conference on Legislation—A 
Chief of Police Said to Have 
Been Considered. 


Gov. Odell and his defeated rival, Bird 8S. 
Coler, met last night at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel for the first time since the election. 
Their meeting was preceded by an amusing 
circumstance. Mr. Coler dined at the Fifth 
Avenue with a friend, and when he emerged 
from the café he was introduced by his 
friend to ex-Senator Hobart Krum of Scho- 
harie. 

““Why, howde do, Mr. Fuller,’’ said Sena- 
tory Krum, who did not catch the name, 
‘“‘I’'m glad to meet you.” 

“I met you a number of times in Al- 
bany, Senator,” said Mr. Coler, ignoring 
the fact that Senator Krum had miscalled 
his name. 

“Oh, yes,”” responded the Senator, “I re- 
member you very well.’’ 

** And I met you up in Schoharie County,” 
said Mr. Coler. ‘“‘I used to swim in the 
streams in Schoharie County.” 

“Oh, yes,” said the Senator, 
you, Mr. Fuller, from the time 
no bigger than that ’’—indicating 
three feet with his outstretched arm. 

“But my name isn’t Fuller, it’s Coler, 
and I had an idea I ran for Governor a 
short time ago,’ said Mr. Coler with a 
slight show of annoyance. 

Senator Krum showed signs of embar- 
rassment, but in an instant he replied: 
“Oh, I believe you did; I believe you did.” 

It was at this juncture that the Gov- 
ernor came into the corridor. Mr. Coler, 
sighting him, at once went up to him and 
said: 

‘‘ How do you do, Governor; I am glad to 
meet you.” 

“‘ How do you do, Mr. Coler; I am pleased 
to meet you,’’ responded the Governor. 

There was a moment of silence, as if 
neither knew just what to say next, and 
then Mr. Coler said: 

“Well, you did us.”’ 

“I believe we did,” 
with a smile. 

“If I had had as much experience as you 
have had in politics, I believe I would 
have won. You must admit that I did very 
well for a new man?” 

“Yes, I think you did very well—for a 
new man,” said the Governor, with a hu- 
morous emphasis on the new man. 

“Well, I'm glad to have met you,” said 
Mr. Coler, and with that he walked away. 

Gov. Odell came to town yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Last night he attended a dinner 
given by Whitelaw Heid at his residence, 
This atternoon he will be the principal 
speaker at the celebration of the one hun- 
dred and nineteenth anniversary of Wash- 
ington's farewell to his troops in the his- 
toric.room at Fraunce’s Tavern at Pearl 
and Broad Streets. The exercises will be 
held under the auspices of the Woman's 
Auxiliary to the American Scenic and His- 
toric Preservation Society. Other addresses 
are expected from Andrew H. Green, May- 
or Law, Morris K. Jesup, and St. Clair 
McKelway. Admission will be by card only, 
owing to the limited space. 

Gov. Odeli met Mayor Low yesterday 
afternoon down town by appointment. 
They had a long conference. Neither the 
Governor nor the Mayor would say what was 
talked about between them, but it was 
understood that their conference was about 
legisiation which the city administration 
is likely to seek at Albany this Winter. 
The Corporation Counsel, under the direc- 
ticn of the Mayor, it is said, is preparing 
several charter amendments. It is said that 
one of the amendments asked will be a 
provision for the appointment of a Chief of 
Police. It is understood that Mayor Low 
and Commissioner Partridge have agreed 
that if the Commissioner had a trusted of- 
ficer under his command who could re- 
lieve him of the executive work of the de- 
partment, he would be able to make much 
greater headway in the work of police re- 
form, 

It is also understood that the possible 
defeat of the Pennsylvania Franchise bill 
in the Board of Aldermen was discussed, 
and that the Mayor sounded the Governor 
upon the chances of having a similar bill 
put through the Legislature in the event 
that occasion for such action should arise. 

Gov. Odell was asked about his meeting 
with Mayor Low. ‘‘I cannot discuss what 
passed between the Mayor and myself,” 
he said. Boks 

‘““You have seen that National Commit- 
teeman Gibbs, in connection with your 
speech at the Republican Club criticising 
the work of the county organization, calis 
for specifications? " 

‘“* Yes, but I do not care to talk about that 
or any conceivable subject at the present 
time.” ; 

When he reached the Fifth Avenue, after 
his talk with the Mayor, Gov. Odell had a 
conference in State Headquarters with 
Speaker S. Fred Nixon and State Engineer 
Bond. It is understood that the Speaker 
talked with the Governor about his 
committee appointments and that Mr. Bond 
had something to say to him about his 
plan of canal improvement, which provides 
for the use of what is known as the lake 
route. When he left State Headquarters, 
Mr. Nixon said he would not give out any 
information about his committee appoint- 
ments until he was ready to announce the 
full list, which would not be until the meet- 
ing of the Legislature. 

The Governor will return to Albany to- 
morrow evening. He said that he had not 
yet begun to write his message, and was 
working over in his mind a lot of things 
which he expected to incorporate in it.

Some freaks of the franchise and interest- 
ing statistics of its improper or futile exer- 
cise are found in the statement of the Board 
of Canvassers for the County of New York, 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx. 
The entire valid vote of the county on the 
State ticket should be taken from that of 
the State Engineer and Surveyor, 318,552, 
rather than the total vote for Governor, 
which was 318,445. The registration for the 


county was 337,537, so that, on the basis of 


the vote for State Engineer and Surveyor, 
the vote fell 18,985 short of the registration, 
or 5.6 per cent. The total registration of 1901 
in the county was 351,371, and the vote 333,- 
093, a falling off of 18,278, and in 1900 the 
figures were: Registration, 368,275; vote, 
$48,720, a falling off of 19,555. 

The ignorant, improper, or futile exercise 
of the franchise is illustrated in various 


items of the statement, and the total of 
such waste or diversion of intent on the 
part of voters is as it has always been, a 
subject of serious consideration, especially 
when the closeness of the last election is 
taken into account. Of blank, defective, 
and void ballots in this county there were 
3.782 for the office of Governor. Had they 
all been valid and cast for Gov. Odell they 
would have increased his plurality in the 
State 30 per cent. Had they been cast for 
Mr. Coler and had the waste vote in the 
rest of the State been cast properly for 
the same candidate, the Governor-elect 
would be the nominee of the Democratic 
Party. It is safe to say that this “scrap 
heap’’ of the franchise would have through- 
out the State represented more votes than 
Gov. Odell’s plurality. 

It is a singular fact that in the county 
vote for Associate Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, a total of 318,451, there were 
more blank ballots than in the case of 
any other office. The figures are: Gov- 
ernor—Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., 106,131; Bird 
S. Coler, 192,735; blank, 1,388; Attorney 
General—Henry B. Coman, 105,421; John 
Cunneen, 192,693; blank, 2.269; Associate 
Judge—W. E. Werner, 99,411; John Clinton 
Gray, 198,234; blank, 2,369. 

In the eleven Congressional districts the 
ballots of 6,534 voters went for naught as 
blank, defective, protested, or void.

Long Island Farmer Sought to Dispos- 
sess His Wife’s Relatives and 
Was Sued for Divorce. 


NORTHPORT, L. I., Dec. 3.—The Wilson 
family troubles are attracting attention 
again. William Wilson arrived here yes- 
terday looking for an officer to go to Com- 
mack and dispossess members of his fam- 
ily. 

About three months ago he married a 
widow, who had a married daughter in 
Chicago, and moved recent!y to Commack.

1 am coun- 
sel for Mrs. Wilson, and have a summons 
and complaint here for you to serve upon 
Mr. Wilson in an action brought by his 
wife for divorce.” P 

Wilson was waiting outside the Justice’s 
office. ‘‘ The jig's up,’”’ he remarked when 
Hauger served the papers in the divorce 
“Only three months married, and 
now sued for divorce. That beats all. 
In her complaint, Mrs. Wilson alleged that 
her husband had threatened her life. 

Wilson, after the service of the papers, 
Was more determined than ever to have 
the Manns evicted from his house, so the 
Deputy Sheriff drove to Commack and 
served notice on Mr. Mann to vacate with- 
in twenty-four hours.

He came from an ancient and noble fam- 
ily. In 1861 he was appointed to a post of 
considerable political importance in Silesia, 
and a year later he became Governor of the 
province. He continued in political favor, 
and eventually became Premier. 

He held the Premiership from July, 1865, 
to February, 1867, during which time the 
country went to war with Prussia. 
Autumn of 1881 he was appointed President 
of the Court of Administrative Justice. 





Ex-Lord Mayor Green Dead. 
LONDON, Dec. 3.—Sir Frank Green, who 
was Lord Mayor of London in 1900-1901, is 
dead. 


Sir Frank Green was born at Maidstone 
in 1835. He was the founder and senior 
partner of the firm of Frank Green & Co., 
paper merchants. Public life did not at- 
tract him until 1878, when he represented 
the Vintry Ward in the Court of Common 
Council. In 1884 he was Chairman of the 
Committee on Bridge House Estates, and 
in 1891 he became an Alderman. He was 


at one time Chief Commoner and Chairman 
of the Commission of Sewers. In 1897-8 he 
was Sheriff. In 1900 he was elected Lord 
Mayor, and the following year he was cre- 
ated a Baronet. 

In 1869 Sir Frank married the eldest 
daughter of Joseph Haydn, author of the 
Dictionary of Dates.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The statistician 
of the Department of Agriculture estimates 
the actual growth of cotton in the United 
States in the year 1902-3 as 10,417,000 bales 
of an average net weight of 490.7 pounds. 

The area picked or to be picked is esti- 
mated at 27,114,103 acres, reduction of 
764,227 acres, or 2.74 per from the 
acreage planted. 

The total production of lint cotton is esti- 
mated at 6,111,870,028 pounds, an average 
of 188.5 endl per acre.

The phenomenally favorable weather 
that has prevailed almost continuously for 
some weeks past throughout a large por- 
tion of the cotton belt has made a substan- 
tial addition to the cotton crop as indicated 
on Oct. 3. All the eight States, which at 
that date reported a condition higher than 
at the corresponding date last year, have 
still further improved their positions, while 
two (Louisiana and Mississippi) of the five 
States that compared unfavorably with the 
year 1901, now report slightly higher aver- 
age yields per acre than a year ago, leaving 
only Texas, Georgia, and Alabama with an 
unfavorble showing. 

The commercial crop will consist of the 
above mentioned 10,417,000 bales, together 
with 154,592. bales brought forward from 
last year, about 250,000 bales of linters 
and sample cotton, and so much of the crop 
of 1903-4 as may be marketed before Sept. 
1, 1903, less 198,190 bales of the present 
crop marketed before Sept. 1, 1902, and so 
much of this same crop as may be carried 
forward to the year 1006- 4. 
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The publication of ‘the Government crop 
report caused a decline of from 17 to 20 
oints in the active options on the New 
vork Cotton Exchange yesterday. 

January fell from 8.32 to 8.13, but recov- 
ered later and closed at 8.26. March de- 
clined from 8.25 to 8.05, and closed at 8.19. 
May, which opened at 8.23, dropped to 8.05, 
and closed at 8.17. These declines are not 
extreme, the price of cotton having fluctu- 
ated on similar previous publications of 
Government reports as much as 40 points.

COTTON.—The wildest excitement prevailed 
at the Cotton Exchange before and after the ap- 
pearance of the Agricultural Department’s cot- 
ton crop estimate. The market, after opening 4 
points higher to 3 points lower, became unusual- 
fy unsettled and decidedly weak.

TUNNEL COMPANY CHARTERED. 


Concern Incorporated at Albany Will 
Construct the Subway Under 
the East River. 


The New York Tunnel Company was in- 
corporated at Albany yesterday with a cap- 
ital of $250,000. The New York Directors 
are Herbert S. Brown, Shirly Onderdonk, 
Harold Nathan, and Clarence 8S. Brown. 

John D. MacLennan of Cleveland is also 
named as Director. 

This company will have, according to 
Consulting Engineer William Barclay Par- 
sons, the work of constructing a tunnel un- 
der the East River from Battery Park to 
Clinton Street, Borough of Brooklyn. 

This tunnel is the second section of the 
three the contracts for which have been let 
by the Belmont Company, now constructing 
the rapid-transit subway. The first sec- 
tion extends from Ann Street to Battery 
Park, and the third from Clinton Street, 
Borough of Brooklyn, to Atlantic Avenue,, 
Flatbush. 

Mr. Parsons gave it as his opinioh that 
the cost of constructing the second section 
would approximate from $4,500,000 to $5,-

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CIVIL SERVICE LAW 
ATTACKED BY HINSDALE 


Special Sessions Justice Upheld by 
His Associates. 


Present Statute and Its Administration 
Tend to Thwart Good and Honest 


Government—The Biack Meas- 
ure Preferred. 


In reply to a letter inviting him to be- 
come a member of the Civil Service Reform 
Association, Justice Hinsdale of the Court 
of Special Sessions last night addressed a 
communication to Everett V. Abbot, Chair- 
man ®f the Committee on Membership of 
that organization, in which he declined the 
invitation and stated his reasons for doing 
so. 

As the letter, while signed by Justice 
Hinsdale alone, ha’s the indorsement of all 
the other Justices of the Court of Special 
Sessions, it becomes the first instance in 
which a public body has gone on record in 
the matter of the present administration of 
the civil service laws. Justice Hinsdale is 
unsparing in his criticism, and says that 
both the civil service law and the adminis- 
tration of it in the community are imprac- 
ticable and of a tendency to thwart and de- 
feat every honest effort to give a good and 
honest administration to a department in 
this city. The letter reads, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“I am constrained to decline becoming a 
member of your association. I have long 
been in favor of a proper civil service ad- 
ministration. It can be made of the great- 
est service to the appointing power in every 
department of government if framed and 
administered with the sole regard to the 
fitness of the appointees, and with due re- 
gard to the requirements of the appointing 
powers. 

“‘ As I understand by your letter and from 
the general reputation of your association, 
you are believed to be indorsers and back- 
ers of the general scheme under which the 
civil service law is now administered. You 
will €xcuse me if I say plainly and frankly 
that from an experience of several years, 
I am foreed to the conclusion that it is a 
great detriment to the proper administra- 
tion of the departments of this city. 

“The laws and regulations seemed to be 
framed upcn the theory that the appoint- 
ing power is either incompetent or dishon- 
est in matters pertaining to the appoint- 
ment of subordinates, and so the law has 
practically taken away ‘from the appointing 
power almost all power of selection of ap- 
pointees. The proposition that all virtue 
and integrity in the matter of appoint- 
ments is vested in the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and has gone out of the hands of 
departments, is a proposition that I chal- 
lenge as false. There may be cases, and 
there probably have been cases, where 
heads of departments have not shown the 
greatest political integrity in making ap- 
pointments, but, taking men and human 
nature as it is, I believe the heads of all 
departments desire to organize their de- 
partments with efficient and capable men.” 

Justice Hinsdale says the Justices of the 
Court of Special Sessions have for years 
past been embarrassed and thwarted to an 
intolerable degree in their efforts to effect 
an efficient organization of that court by 
the workings of the civil service law. As 
an instance he mentions an experience they 
had when the recently organized Children's 
Court was legislaved into existence. 

“The Legislature in its ‘ wisdom,'"’ says 
Justice Hinsdale, ‘‘ passed what is known 
as ‘the Children’s Court act,’ and named 
the Clerk of the Court in that act, thus 
fastening upon us by legislative enactment 
a clerk without experience and one, in 
our judgment, incompetent to fill the place. 
He had ability to draw his salary, which he 
did for eight months without rendering 
any service to the court or to the city. 
Under such circumstances it was absolutely 
necessary for us-to procure ac least a com- 
petent Deputy Clerk. We took great pains 
to select such a man, and he entered upon 
the duties on the 1st day of August. 

“We were advised by the commission 
and we understood that such Deputy Clerk 
could and would be placed upon the exempt 
list. Subsequently the Board of Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioners refused to place this 
gentleman on the exempt list in the first 
instance, but finally on Oct. 24 the Clerk 
and Deputy Clerk of that court, with the 
consent of the State Civil Service Com- 
mission, were placed in the exempt class. 
After thus correcting their error of the 
preceding August, they still refused to 
certify to the salary of the Deputy Clerk, 
and required the Justices of this court 
after Oct. 24 to reappoint the Deputy Clerk, 
so that he might go upon the list regular- 
ly and-receive his pay from the Controller, 
although the Deputy Clerk has been work- 
ing faithfully since Aug. 1 and doing his 
duty to the entire satisfaction of this court. 
As I am advised, he has not received his 
salary since he was appointed, and has 
been obliged to borrow money to pay his 
expenses, and will probably have to liti- 
gate with the city to get pay for such serv- 
ces. 

‘“* As I said at the outset, your association 
is not responsible for the administration 
of the law, but it is understood to stand 
as sponsor for many of the bad provisions 
of the law and the rules as they now stand. 
The law and the administration of it is 
impracticable, and tends to thwart and 
defeat every honest effort to give a good 
administration to a department in this 
city. It seems to represent the theories 
and fads of men who have very inadequate 
appreciation of the requirements of a de- 
partment in order to make such department 
efficient. 

“In my experience the most practical 
and common sense law was the one known 
as the ‘ Black civil service law,’ which 
provided for the examination and rating of 
candidates by the commission, but which, 
as I recall it, required the whole list of 
eligible candidates in any class to be sent 
to the appointing power who would ex- 
amine them again and make a selection 
of the one best suited to the requirements 
of his departrnent. Gov. Black was credited 
with having said that he signed the law 
for the purpose of taking the ‘starch’ out 
of the civil service law. At the present 
time ‘starch’ should be taken out of the 
law so that heads of departments can 
have a little something to say touching 
whom they employ. 

‘If it Is objected that the so-called Black 
law gave to the heads of departments the 
opportunity to oppeint incompetents and 
favorites out of the long list sent him, the 
answer is that the Civil Service Commis- 
sion should be more stringent in their 
examination and send in only good and 
competent men. Whatever faults there 
may have been pertaining to the adminis- 
tration of that law they were infinitely less 
than those pertaining to the present system 
of laws as administered at the present time 
in this city. 

“For the reasons stated I cannot con- 
sent to become responsible with what little 
influence I may possess for the existing 
system, I am not opposed to the civil serv- 
ice law. I would regard it as a deplorable 
step backward to abolish the same and go 
back to the condition that existed before 
such laws were enacted. What I do con- 
tend for is that heads of departments 
know better the kind of employes they 
want than does the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. They are just as competent and just 
as honest as Civil Service Commissioners 
as a general ruie. Under the Black law 
there was sufficient restraint upon the 
appointing power if the Civil Service Com- 
missioners performed their duty, and at 
the same time there was about the right 
amount of flexibility in the law to give 
the appointing power a chance to organize 
his department for efficiency and in har- 
mony with the views of the head of the 
department.”

Municipal Commission to Reply to the 
Reform Association’s Criticisms. 


The Municipal Civil Service Commission 
at its meeting yesterday afternoon decided 
to reply, in a letter to the Mayor, to the 
strictures of the Civil Service Reform 
Association on the policy and methods of 
the commission. All of the Commissioners, 
with the exception of William N. Dykman, 
were present. The letter of Secretary 
Goodwin of the Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation was received and after discussion, 
in which it is ‘said some acrimonious re- 
marks were made. it 
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was referred to a sub- | 


committee of three, to be pppeintes by 
President Willis L. Ogden. This commit- 
tee will be named to-day, and its answer 
is expected to be in the hands of the Mayor 
before Saturday. 

Col. Ogden last evening declined to make 
public the names of the probable members 
of the committee, but his manner indicated 
that the reply would be somewhat warm. 

It was decided to give a public hearing 
at 2 o'clock to-morrow to investigate the 
matter of the employment of helpers to 
janitors in the public schools. These men 
are selected and paid by the janitors, and 
the question has been raised whether or 
no these helpers shall be selected from the 
~ = aa lists after a competitive examina- 
tion. 


OPPOSE PROMOTER’S CLAIM. 


Counsel for International Power Com- 
pany and J. H. Hoadley Deny That 
$1,000,000 Is Due J. F. Plummer. 


A member of the law firm of Reed, 
Simpson,Thacher & Barnum, counsel for the 
International Power Company, and Joseph 
H. Hoadley, appeareg before Justice Leven- 
tritt of the Supreme Court yesterday to ask 
that he vacate an order of attachment 
granted in a suit brought against the com- 
pany and its President, Mr. Hoadley, by 
John F. Plummer, who charged that he 
never received $1,000,000 promised to him 
for aiding in organizing the American Lo- 
comotive Company, a corporation that had 
its origin in the International Power. 

It was said by the defendants that it had 
not been proved that the International 
Power Company was a foreign corporation, 
that Mr. Hoadley never made any such 
contract as the one mentioned by Mr. Plum- 
mer, and that he had not had the right to 
make such a bargain on behalf of the com- 
pany. If the attachment was upheld, said 
the lawyer, then Mr. Plummer ought to 
give a bond of at least $100,000. ‘ 

John R. Dos Passos, Plummer's counsel, 
said that the International Power Company 
was one of those corporations never known 
in Wall Street until recently, and common- 
ly designated as ‘“‘ formation companies. 
The Northern Securities Company, he said, 
was of the same character, without capital 
or property of any kind, simply organized 
to promote some other concern and then 
handle the new formation’s stock. Mr. 
Hoadley, said Mr. Dos Passos, had ample 
authority to make the promise of $1,000,- 
000 to Mr. Plummer. 

Justice Leventritt said that the certifi- 
cate of incorporation attached to the papers 
in the case settled the question of whether 
the defendant was a foreign corporation. 
The only matter left to be determined, he 
added, was whether the complaint set forth 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action. Should he ,decide such were the 
case, he would have to fix the amount of 
the bond, which, he thought, ought to be 
about $25,000. 


GATEMAN’S SEVENTH ACCIDENT. 





Has Lost His Feet and Had Arms, 
Skull, and Ribs Fractured. 


James Hogan, a gateman employed by 
the Long Isiand Railroad Company, is in 
the Jamaica Hospital suffering from a 
fracture of the right arm, sustained while 
on duty. It is the seventh time in twenty 
years that Hogan has been injured while 
on duty, and last night in the hospital he 
said he would be on duty inside of a month 
and ready for his eighth accident. Hogan 
was a sound man when he entered the em- 
ploy of the road, but is badly crippled now. 
It is said that in each of the seven 4cci- 


dents he has had, there has not been one 
occasion where he was at fault. 

In the long series of accidents Hogan 
has lost both feet, and now walks about, 
when other accidents do not keep him in 
bed, on artificial feet. One leg is off at the 
knee and the other at the ankle. He has 
had his scalp laid open-and his skull fract- 
ured. His left arm was broken and some 
of his ribs broken since he has been rail- 
roading... He takes his accidents now as 
a matter of course, and laughs at them. 

His latest injury occurred while he was 
stationed at the Canal Street crossing in 
Jamaica, and had lowered the gates to 
allow a train to pass. As the gates reached 
the position they should be in when a train 
passes, a runaWay horse dashed into them. 
The impact saved the horse from being hit 
by the train, but the gate was broken, and 
the releasing of the weight caused one of 
the cranks to spring back. It caught Ho- 
gan in the arm, breaking it between the 
elbow and the wrist. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


PLEADING THE INDEPENDENT CONTRACTOR 
DoctRINE.—Justice Scott yesterday gave a 
decision striking out certain words in John 
B. McDonald's defense to the action brought 
against him by the Lincoln Safe Deposit 
Company to recover for damages caused by 
the explosion of dynamite in the subway in 
January last. The complaint, after alleging 
that Mr. McDonald was the contractor for 
the underground railroad, stated that he 
“caused large excavations to be made in 
and around the highway on Park Avenue, 
adjacent to the premises of the plaintiff, 
and caused rocks and other material to be 
removed from said highway by means of 
high explosives.'’" Mr. McDonald, in an- 
swer to this, neither specifically admitted 
nor denied that he caused the excavation 
to be made and the rocks to be removed, 
but alleged that he made a sub-contract for 
that work with Ira A. Shaler, who per- 
formed it as an independent contractor. 
‘This,’ said Justice Scott, ‘‘is in effect 
an admission that the defendant caused the 
work to be done, because, being the princl- 
pal contractor, it was he who caused the 
work to be done, whether he did it by his 
own workmen or by means of a sub-con- 
tract.’ Justice Scott points out that Mr. 
McDonald's allegation is neither a specific 
nor a general denial of the assértion that 
he caused the work to be done. It was 
rather a qualified admission amplified by a 
statement as to how he so- caused the 
work to be done. ‘In the form in which it 
is pleaded,’ continued Justice Scott, ‘it 
has no place in the answer. All that the 
complaint says is that the defendant Mc- 
Donald caused the excavation to be made 
and the rocks to be removed. Either he did 
or he did not. If he did, it is irrelevant by 
what means he so caused the work to be 
done."’ Justice Scott adds that if the de- 
fendants wants to invoke the independent 
contractor doctrine as a defense he must 
do so in some other way.

REAL PARTIES IN INTEREST.—A compli- 
cated state of affairs arising out of the 
sale of municipal bonds has come to light 
in the case of the City of Ironwood against 
the firm of Coffin & Stanton and others. 
It appeared that in 1893 certain officers of 
the city sold bonds of the par value of 
$150,000 to Coffin & Stanton for $25,000 cash 
and the promise of further payments. No 
further payments were, however, made, and 
the city brought suit, first tendering the 


amount it had received. Coffin & Stan- 


ton, in their answer, denied that they had’ 


any of the bonds. The fact was that the 


instruments had all been sold or hypothe- 
cated. Soon afterward Coffin & Stanton 
failed. The Federal Court of Michigan, in 
1895, declared the bonds to be invalid and 
to have been illegally_issued. Two years 
later the receiver of Coffin & Stanton was 
adde@ as a party to the suit against the de- 


funct firm. In his answer he invoked the 
aid of the decision declaring the bonds in- 
valid, and set up a counter claim for the 
$25,000 paid by the firm for the bonds. A 
motion by the present holders of the bonds 
that they be allowed to intervene in the ac- 
tion as parties in interest has been denied 
by Justice Scott of the Supreme Court. The 
application was based upon the general 
proposition that the right to recover what 
was paid for the invalid bonds passed with 
the bonds themselves to the persons to 
whom Coffin & Stanton sold or pledged 
them. The receiver, it was argued, stands 
merely in the ge of trustee for the 
bondholders. If the position taken by the 
bondholders be admitted to be correct. said 
Justice Scott, the conclusion to be drawn 
seems fatally illogical. For if the right to 
recover what was paid for the bonds by 
Coffin & Stanton passed out of their hands 
when the bonds did, then there was no such 
right in the firm when the receiver was 
appointed. Whatever may be the receiver's 
right to recover upon his counter-claim, it 
is not a right as the representative of the 
bondholders to whom the bonds had passed 
before his appointment. ‘‘ The right of the 
bondholders to recover the consideration 
paid never passed to him, but remained al- 
ways in them and remains in,them to-day, 
unless by some circumstance not arising 
out of or affected by this litigation it has 
been lost. The applicants cannot, therefore, 
succeed on the ground that

SEEK TO DETERMINE 
ORIGIN OF RED MEN 


Jochelson Expedition Back from 
Siberian Trip. 
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Many Points of Resemblance Between 
the North American Indians 
and Asiatic Tribes. 


The return of. the Jochelson Siberian par- 
ty, sent out two years ago by Morris K. 
Jesup, President of the American Museum 
of Natural History, with a collection of 
specimens illustrative of the racial traits 
and characteristics of the Northern Si- 
berian natives, completes the task under- 
taken in 1897 by Mr. Jesup of collecting 
data whereby a racial comparison might be 
made of the North American Indian and 
the native of the northwestern part of 
Asia, whence it has been popularily sup- 
posed the American aborigine came. 

There now remains a work hardly less in 
magnitude than that which has been 
brought to a close by the return of Mr. 
Jochelson and his party, and which may 
consume years. That is the comparison it- 
self upon which scientific conclusions may 
be based. It is in charge of Prof. Franz 
Boas of the American Museum of Natural 
History, and will be started at once. 
At the present time, Prof. Boas says, it 

certain that the customs, traditions, 
manners, and fundamental regligious be- 
liefs of the Siberian natives, among whom 
Mr. Jochelson has spent the past two years, 
so closely resemble those of the North 
American Indian of the North Pacific 
slope as to warrant a conclusion that the 
Same ‘culture,’ as it is termed, exists in 
both peoples. It is interesting to note that 
the strength of its impress decreases to a 
marked degree as one goes in a southeast- 
erly direction from the point of nearest ap- 
proach between America and Asia. 

But this “ culture,”’ while an important 
feature of the investigation, does not have 
any bearing as a matter of scientific proof 
upon the more important question whether 
the North American and the North Siberian 


native are of the same origin. That may 
only be obtained by a comparison of the 
data collected, which is of the most varied 
nature, It consists most notably of the 
measurements of 10,000 North American 
Indians, which will be compared in their 
various dimensions with the measurements 
of some 1,500 Siberian natives, obtained by 
Mr. Jochelson and his party on their recent 
trip. In connection with those measure- 
ments will be considered a comparison of 
bones and fossils collected in the two coun- 
tries, as denoting race characteristics in 
earlier stages than can be shown from the 
comparison of measurements taken now. 
And, finally, the matter of a similar “ cult- 
ure” will be considered by way of contrib- 
utory evidence, 

Mr. Jochelson and his assistant, Mr. Bo- 
goras, covered approximately 15,000 miles 
on their recent trip, traveling for the great- 
er part of the time on sledges, and living on 
the same fare as did the natives. They 
brought back 15,000 specimens of various 
kinds, which are now awaiting shipment to 
the American Museum of Natural History. 
Both men were accompanied by their wives. 
Mr. Jochelson had known Siberia as a land 
of compulsory residence in less happy days. 
Indeed, it was during his exile that he first 
became attracted to the study of the fauna 
of the great waste country, and to its na- 
tives, living, as it seemed, aimlessly, the 
prey to almost every natural scourge ex- 
cept heat, and yet in such destitution or 
such ignorance that nothing could be done 
to better their condition. 

Mr. Jochelson and Mr. Bogoras are both 
members of the St. Petersburg Academy of 
Sciences and of the St. Petersburg Geo- 
graphical Society. Mr. Jochelson has lived 
among the natives in the Yatoutsk and 
Amur territories for a large part of the 
time during nine years of work. 


HOMESICK STURGEON DEAD. 


Three-Hundred-Pound Specimen at the 
Aquarium Devetoped Tuberculosis 
in Captivity. 


Death has again visited the Aquarium, 
and this time -the victim is the huge stur- 
geon. The great fish—she was 8 feet 9 
inches long and weighed when in good 
health nearly 300 pounds—succumbed to 
tuberculosis. She had been ill a long time, 
and so far as is known had not touched 
food in months. 

The sturgeon was one of the finest speci- 
mens ever on exhibition in this city, and 
was acquired by the Aquarium June 3, 
1901, from a fisherman of Bay Side, L. L., 
who netted her a short time prior to that 
date. For months she swam round and 
round her tank, always going to the right, 
and never, so far as visitors could judge, 


stopped to rest. Of,course, there is no 
way of telling, but Mr. Spencer thinks that 
homesickness had a great deal to do with 
the fish's death. She always seemed to be 
hunting for a companion. 

Several months ago the fish showed signs 
of illness, and all the books on fish dis- 
eases were consulted in the hope of diag- 
nosing her case. She rapidly lost in weight. 
and Mr. Spencer and his assistants believed 
that the great sturgeon had consumption, 
a theory that proved true when the au- 
topsy was performed last week. 

Sturgeons are known to be restless in 
captivity, and there is no record of a fish 
of that species ever having been in con- 
finement that did not suffer from apparent 
homesickness, 

The sturgeon that has just died, accord- 
ing to Mr. De Nyse, had both nostalgia 
and insomnia in the worst form, and hence. 
when she developed tuberculosis, her life 
rapidly ebbed away. 

The ravages of disease had so weakened 
her that at the time of her death her great 
spine looked as if it were about to burst 
through the skin, so thin and lean had the 
once big and healthy fish become. 

It was sent up to the Museum of Natural 
History, where it will be stuffed and 
mounted. A four-foot sturgeon is now in 
the pool formerly occupied by the dead fish. 
The new sturgeon seems to be just as 
homesick and restless as his predecessor.

Commissioner Lindenthal Does Not Ex- 
pect Their Completion Before 1904,

The City Record, but as it has taken about 
a year and a half to erect the foundations 
for the Brooklyn tower, it will, according 
to the Commissioner, take as long to erect 
the foundatons for the tower on the Man- 
hattan side of the river. It is the opinion 
of Mr. Lindenthal that the contract for 
the letting of the work for the erection 
of both towers should have been awarded 
simultaneously, so that both tawers could 
then have erected at | same time,
